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SO YOU ARE CHAIRMAN of the Entertainment Committee this 
year! Congratulations! I think you’ll enjoy every minute of it — 
that is, if you are a smart chairman, and let your committee 
members do their share of the work for you! 

Let’s start the fun season off with a trip to Coney Island! There’ll 
be plenty of fun for everyone, and oceans of opportunities to earn 
money for your pet organization to boot. In addition to the joys of 
dancing to a dreamy orchestra, you will experience all the thrills of 
Coney Island’s great midway! Yes, sir, barkers, penny arcade, hot 
dog.stands and all. The fun goes to your guests and the profits to 
your treasury — isn’t that a wonderful combination? 

You’ll need tons of atmosphere to put it across, and here’s how 
it’s done! Have your guests wear “‘kid costumes” for fun. A wave of 
your magic wand, and the windows of the hall become great posters 
(Ill. 1), all made in third dimension, and so real you could eat 
them! Make them up ahead of time; you may tack or Scotch tape 
them in place over the windows, at the proper time. Measure the 
hall windows for size and cut the backgrounds from white or 
colored stock to just fit. Letters may be cut out, or done in show 
card color. 


Cone A \ circle of yellow stock, rolled and fastened to the back- 
ground. The “spun sugar” is a great fluff of cotton, tinted pink 
with show card color. 


Hot Dog Made from a mailing tube, covered with brown *crepe 
paper and placed between a cardboard “‘roll’”’ that has been padded 
with tissue and covered with pink *crepe paper that has been 
stretched and tinted brown for that “‘toasted”’ look. 


Soda Glass Cut from black or silver stock, lined with pink *crepe 
paper to represent a yummy soda, and mounted on the background. 
A great drift of cotton, dotted with red poster paint for “‘straw- 
berries,” and punctured with 2 large macaroni sticks (straws), 
completes the ‘‘soda.”’ 





Frame the posters with a diamond-shaped arrangement of crepe 
paper *streamers in red, yellow, green, blue and orange as shown 
(Ill. 1). Twist streamers and catch top and bottom with Are 
balloons. 


Doorways Camouflage as “ticket booths” for ‘side shows” by 
merely cutting cardboard canopies to go over each door. Stripe 
these with 5” widths of red and white *crepe paper. Print yellow 
mat stock signs in bright colors of poster paint (Ill. 2). Vivid 
posters advertising these ‘‘attractions’’ decorate both sides of the 
“‘ticket windows.” 


Stage Dedicate this to the amusement section of the “Island.”’ 
If the members of the orchestra are truly “‘hep,”’ they won’t object 
to playing “‘sweet and hot” from their own private ‘‘Dodge ’em 
Cars.”’ These may be fashioned simply by cutting a fine fringe 
(Instr. 6C, page 32) from bright red *crepe paper. Stick or staple 
the fringe to a 2” wide band of tag stock (Fig. A). Wire one of these 
fringed strips to each musician’s chair and again to the music stand 
to hold it in place. Cut circles of metallic paper for the headlights.

Stage Background Through the center, stretch a full fold of 
blue *crepe from ceiling to floor. Post one or more signs on this 
strip (Ill. 3). Gauge where each musician will be stationed, then 
stretch a tube (Instr. 2, page 32) of the same blue *crepe paper from 
ceiling to floor to represent the pole on which each car should run. 
Tack alternating red and white tubes, made from 5” strips of 
*crepe paper, diagonally from top of stage front to sides as shown 
in Illustration 3. Stretch red and white awnings across the top of the 
stage (Instr. 7, page 32). Print CONEY ISLAND across the awning 


in large letters.

Scale The center of the floor 
will be the center of attraction, 
we promise you, if you use this 
Weight-Guessing Device to 
amuse your guests! You may 
need to enlist the assistance of 
a carpenter to construct the 
frame; the rest will be easy. 
Hang a strong scale, borrowed 
from your local ice man or 
butcher (up to 300 lbs. for 
safety’s sake), from the wooden 
tripod. Hang a light chair, or 
swing, from the hook end of the 
scale (Ill. 4) and your weight- 
guessing apparatus is complete. 
A “Guesser,” in full regalia, 
should be in attendance, with a 
bunch of balloons or lollipops, 
to present to the lucky ‘‘kids’’ 
whose weight he missed by more 
than 3 lbs.! 


Refreshments So much for atmosphere — but we can’t stop 
here! A party like this must be exciting from the moment the doors 
are open till the last dance is through, with plenty to eat in be- 
tween. Speaking of eats, we think we have solved the “‘high cost 
of eating” situation rather nicely. We appreciate how serving 
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food to ‘‘the crowd” might easily dent the budget, but we also 
suspect that the gang isn’t going straight home without a bite to 
eat. So let’s cash in for the club and “‘sell’’ refreshments, right on 
location! 


If you can’t rustle up a reliable committee to buy or solicit the 
food, and serve it, hire a local caterer to install Hot Dog, Soda 
Pop, Ice Cream, Popcorn, Peanut and Chewing Gum booths 
right at the dance. This is the kind of a party everyone wants to 
eat their way through, so have them come early and stay late! 
Refreshments will pay for themselves and net a tidy profit for 
the exchequer! Your decorating committee can dress up the 
booths with slashed white *crepe paper skirts, bordered with multi- 
colored *streamers and balloons (Ill. 5).

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Midway If your building sports a second room, turn it into a 
“Midway.” If it does not, set up a “‘Penny Arcade”’ across the 
back of the hall. If it can be outside it offers the advantage of 
serving as a respite for dancers without interfering with the 
dancing. The charge of a penny for admission to each feature will 
add a realistic touch. Inexpensive or donated prizes are optional, 
but add a great deal. 


Shooting Gallery To make ‘Clay Pigeons,” cut doughnuts in 
halves, and fasten them together with toothpicks (Fig. B). Mount 
them on cardboard circles and stick circles to a stout cotton tape. 
Place ‘‘Pigeons”’ on a narrow shelf, in front of a strong sheet. For 
a penny, each player is given three darts (or clothespins) with 
which to knock them off. Draw the ducks slowly along shelf, while 
the marksman is shooting, to make a “moving target.” 


Hitthe Dodger Cover a large size paper plate with brown *crepe 
paper and design a face to represent a “dodger” (Fig. C). 
Cut a large hole for the mouth, and secure a shopping bag behind 
mouth to catch balls. Fasten this head to a hanging sheet with a 
bag extending through hole cut in the sheet. Use small rubber 
balls — three to a customer. 


See the Wildest Beast in Captivity Place a large carton ne a 
round hole, 7” in diameter, cut in the front near the top, on a stand 
high enough so that it cannot be looked into readily. Attendant 
should snap on a light inside box, for each customer, to reveal a 
large cut-out of some wild animal with a mirror face, turned toward 
the opening. 
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Curio Shop Screen off a small section of the room to hold shelves 
containing the ‘“‘curiosities’’ named below, each labeled and dis- 
played in a separate box, lined with black *crepe paper.

Relay Races Intersperse the dances with the following relays — 
select new teams for each relay by some impartial means, such as 
shoe size, color of hair, color of eyes or length of grin. 


Ice Cream Cone Race Run a cord through the bottom of a 
cone and tie the cord from one chair back to the back of another, 
6’ away. Place a set at the head of each team. At a given signal the 
first man in line blows the cone (blowing inside the wide end) from 
one chair to the other. He must return cone to original position and 
return to the end of his line. Next player repeats. 


The Peanut Vendor Make teams up in couples. Place 2 chairs 
facing each other at the head of each team. Give each couple a bag 
containing 10 peanuts in shells. At a given signal, first couple in line 
take chairs. One shells peanuts and feeds the other one, carefully 
returning each bit of shell to the bag. Team finishing all the peanuts 
first wins. 


Strong Man Race Divide group into equal teams. Give each 
player a paper bag, neatly folded. Bags should be uniform in size. 
Players must place bag under their right foot, then stand erect, 
with arms folded. At given signal, last player in line blows up bag 
and breaks it on the back of the player in front of him. Line 
finishing first is announced the ‘“‘Windiest Group.”

ORIENTAL PENNY SALE This is a splendid 
way to earn extra money for your club in a single 
afternoon or evening with very little preparation! 


To Decorate String Chinese lanterns lavishly 
throughout the hall. Use them alone or string them 
over Christmas tree lights. 


To Make Lanterns You will need colored mat 
or tag stock, bird, flower and butterfly seals, paste 
and Scotch tape. Cut a strip of colored stock 914” 
x 12”. Decorate it with a variety of seals, stuck in 
place to form a graceful design. Score lightly on 
dotted lines, on right side, as indicated in Fig. A. 
Lay strip, design side down, on an old magazine 
and cut slits through the center every 14” with a 
razor blade (Fig. A). Bring 
sides together and paste as in- 
dicated. Fasten a 334” circle, 
cut from the same stock, to the 
base of the lantern with Scotch 
tape. Push lantern together 
from top and bottom, accor- 
dion fashion, so that the scored 
slats will fold, giving it the 
shape shown in the illustration. 


Recipe for an Oriental Penny Sale Request club members to 
bring as many items, in good condition, as they can collect toa 
specified place before the sale. 


Auctioneer Any club member, in Oriental garb, may be the 
Auctioneer, whose job it is to describe each item in his most 
flowery language, as it goes on sale. Of course, it’s up to him to 
keep interest up and keep the audience bidding! 


Bids Bidding is carried on as at any auction, with one exception 
— each bidder pays exactly what he bids at each bid! Girls 
wearing Chrysanthemum headdresses and carrying “rice bowls” 
run in among the crowd collecting each bid, as it is made, in their 
bowls. Of course, the last and highest bidder carries off the prized 
item. All bidding is done with pennies, but it is amazing how many 
of them will be picked up on a single article! 

Chrysanthemums Make them from crepe 

paper. Attach them to a metal or plastic 

headband, such as may be found in any 

chain store. 





Rice Bowls Use a number of small crockery 
or plastic bowls of uniform size. Cover them 
with strands of bright-colored twisted crepe 
paper. Cut crepe paper in 2” wide strips across 
the grain and pull each strand through the 
‘“‘twister.’’ Glue twisted strands to outside of 
bowl, giving each an additional twist as you 
apply it to make a firm hard twist. Print “RICE” 
on the front of each bowl, with strands of a con- 
trasting color. Bowls may be sold as souvenirs 
“at the end of the sale. 


HOBBY NIGHT ON THE LAWN If you are tired of dart- 
throwing, kewpie-doll-ringing and weight-guessing contests, here 
is a brand new slant on the lawn carnival theme. To organize: 


1. Have each club member list his hobby, even the minor ones. 
If several members enjoy the same hobby, have them work 
together. . 


2. Plan to have a booth for each hobby. 
3. Decorate each booth gaily with Dennison Crepe Paper. Be 
careful to make the decorations suit the hobby. Use quiet back- 


grounds for hobbies that make a splash by themselves, vivid ones 
for the less colorful hobbies. 





4. Display each hobby so that it will immediately reflect its charm 
to the spectator. 


5. Be sure the attendant at each booth is thoroughly versed in 
his particular hobby so that he may talk intelligently about it. 


6. Advertise the date well in advance. Be sure that it is understood 
that items pertaining to each hobby will be on sale. 


7. Display prominently any article which will be on chance. 


8. If a booth features handicrafts, arrange to have a demonstration 
at the booth. 
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S$. Circulate a complete list of booths, stating what each will 
display and sell, among the club members, so that they may 
donate anything of interest they might have on hand to booths 
other than their own. 


The following are examples of how the above suggestions will 
develop: 
A Booth cn Photography (illustrated below) Displays prize 
photos, enlargements and color shots of the members. It sells 
pamphlets on photography, film, various gadgets used in photog- 
raphy and photos suitable for framing. (These may be framed or 
hand-colored to add to their interest and value.) If one of the 
club members specializes in taking portraits, set up a booth and 
let him go into business on the spot! 


Booth on Rug-Making (braided or hooked), quilts and other 
types of handwork features samples that are to be raffled. It 
sells patterns of original designs, packages of cotton prints for 
quilting, bundles of bright woolens for braiding, swatches of shaded 
woolens for hooking, yarns, crochet cotton, etc. 


A Food Booth Displays the adventures in good cooking of the 
elub’s best cooks. It sells bound booklets of recipes contributed 
by club members and rolls, cakes, cookies, pies and relishes with 
the recipes included. 

The possibilities for booths are unlimited! Here are just a few 
to start with: For those who make a hobby of collecting—stamps, 
matchbook covers, old china, glassware, odd pieces of silver, jokers 
from playing cards, all types of miniatures, phonograph records 
and old prints. For those who indulge in skilled hobbies—all types 
of paintings (from furniture to masterpieces), leatherwork, weav- 
ing, handmade jewelry, needlework, cooking, metalwork, plastic 
crafts, flower making, horticulture and pottery. 

With a little cooperation on the part of all members, you will 
be amazed at how fast your preparations will progress. 


AUCTION SOCIAL Try this one out on your first Summer picnic, 
or use it for the social hour after club meetings. The ladies are 
instructed to bring a basket lunch, for two! Not only must the 
lunch inside the basket be attractive and appetizing, but the 
basket, too, must be “party clad.’’ Here’s the reason—come 
refreshment time, the baskets are collected and “‘sold’”’ over the 
auction block! Naturally, the handsomer the basket, the handsomer 
the price it will net the club. However, that’s not quite the end of 
the story—better tuck some pretty good eats inside that basket, 
‘cause the gal that packs the basket shares the contents with the 
the boy that buys it!

Here’s how to make the three prize winners shown in the 
illustration: 


1. Primrose Make over a roll basket or small round box. 
Materials 1 fold yellow Dennison Duplex, 1 fold leaf green

Dennison Crepe Paper, 4 rose leaves, 2 No. 7 wires, spool wire, 
paste, green tissue and 2 yds. of 1” wide light green ribbon. 


To Make Cut 12 petals, 7” with the grain and 6” across, shaped 
as in Fig. A. Curl petals around top edge (Fig. B) and cup with 
fingers (Fig. C). Paste 6 petals around basket and 6 petals between 
first set. Wind both No. 7 wires with a 14” wide strip of leaf green 
crepe paper, cut across the grain. Twine wires together and fasten 
to sides of basket with spool wire, to make handle. Make a 2” 
wide fringe of leaf green crepe paper (Instr. 6, page 32). Curl 
points with scissor blade and paste 1 row of fringe around bottom 
of basket. Make 3 roses from yellow Duplex (see rose directions 
under Instr. 11C, page 33). Wind 38 roses and 4 leaves to a 15” 
length of spool wire and twine over handle. Line basket with green 
tissue. Then food is packed inside and covered with more green 
tissue. Fasten a ribbon 
bow to handle as shown 
in illustration. 


2. Treasure Box Make 
over a large flat station- 
ery box or chocolate box. 


Materials 1 fold pink 
Dennison Crepe Paper, 6” 
lace paper doilies, small 
gold-colored wire shanks, 
cotton, 4 yds. of 44” wide 
blue ribbon and paste. 
To Make Cover sides of box with pink crepe paper. Cut a 114” 
wide strip of crepe paper across the grain and gather to make a 
ruffie. Paste ruffle around edge of box top. Put thin layer of cotton 
between layers of crepe. Mark off where wire shanks will go for 
quilting (see illustration). Pierce each hole with a large needle, and 
fasten shanks in place. Paste quilted section over top of box. Cover 
edge by pasting ribbon over it. Paste single bows in each corner 
and fasten a many-looped bow in center of box front. 


3. To Market, to Market Make this one over a grape basket. 


Materials American Beauty Dennison Crepe Paper, scraps of 
crepe in pastel shades, lace paper doilies and 2 yds. of 1” wide 
light green ribbon. 

To Make Cut a strip of American Beauty crepe paper deep 
enough to fold in half (to cover the basket inside and out) and 
long enough to go 11% times around the basket. Fold in half and 
gather through the center (along the fold). Paste over edge of 
basket, allowing crepe to fall on both sides. Gather again around 
outside edge of basket and paste down underneath basket. Cut 
2 strips of crepe paper the size of the bottom of the basket and 
paste one over bottom. Tuck the other inside to hold down surplus 
crepe and complete inside covering. Wind handle with a 14” wide 





strip of crepe paper. Cut a 115” wide border from doilies and paste 
around top of basket (Fig. D). Cover, where doilies are attached, 
with ribbon, pasted at corner to hold. Cut irregular circles from 
pastel crepe paper, gather each in center and paste to handle here 
and there on basket. Add a few leaves cut from green crepe paper. 


SPONTANEOUS BRUNCH Don your housecoat and leave 
your curlers in place, then start ringing doorbells at 8:30 o’clock 
(in the morning). The “‘girls’’” must come without so much as 
whipping off an apron or removing a single curler! That’s the 
spontaneous part! 

For “‘brunch,”’ you will serve 
coffee with your choice of 
doughnuts, coffee cake or hot 
muffins. Make your table look 
as unexpected as the rest of 
the party. 

Use an inverted funnel as a 
flower holder (Ill. 1). Stand a 
geranium, real or made from 
crepe paper, in the end, tuck 
a crepe paper ruffle under- 
neath the funnel and lastly 
tie a large bow on the neck of 
the funnel to complete your 
centerpiece. 

Here’s a quickie place card 
favor for you to make (Ill. 2). 
Wind a 12” length of No. 7 
wire with a 14” wide strip of 
pink crepe paper. Coil one end. 
Tie a ruffle from a 5” wide by 
16” long strip of pink crepe 
paper, folded in half and Ill. 1 
gathered, around the 
wire above the coil. Slip a doughnut over the wire, so that it will 
rest on the ruffle. Cut a banner, 6!5” x 215”, from American 
Beauty crepe paper, print a guest’s name on the banner with 
alphabet noodles. Paste banner in place at top of wire, as shown 
in illustration. 

See how easily the money rolls in! The ‘‘committee in charge of 
raising funds for the club”’ will select one hostess for each group of 
six in a neighborhood. Each guest will pay her hostess 25c for her 
brunch. The hostess will add her 25c to the $1.25 that she collects 
from her guests. 

Add to the fun of the party by offering 
prizes for the largest stocking run, the 
greatest number of curlers and the most 
unique morning attire! Impose a fine of 5c 
for every curler removed or apron that is 
whipped off. Fines must be paid also for 
use of lipstick, combs or any other signs of 
illegal primping! 

After the party, the hostess will turn her 
$1.50, plus the amount collected for fines, 
over to the Committee Chairman. The 
total may surprise you when your treasurer 
reads her report at the next meeting! 














MANY A FRIENDSHIP has been won or lost over a table of 
bridge. Here is a tested recipe for winning friends at bridge, al- 
though we must admit who will win the score is anybody’s guess! 
As suggested in the title, anything can happen and probably will, 
before the game is over. Warn your more serious-minded players 
to throw their cares away along with their rule book! 

The Game This isa 3-table bridge set, each set to be played with 
a different partner. Individual tallies give the table and partner for 
each set. Make 3 signs, one for each table, to read as follows — 
RESCUE Boat, First AID STATION, CYCLONE CELLAR. 


1. Individual Tallies — Materials Light blue mat stock, No. 
20 gold and No. 25 red notarial seals, 1” round white labels, small 
star seals and water colors.

To Make Cut a strip of light blue mat stock, 416" x 6", score 
through center and fold to a 414” x 3” score card. Crease a red 
seal several times from center out to make a ruff, stick a round label 
to the center for clown’s head, and cut a section from a gold seal to 
make his hat. Assemble on folded card as shown in illustration. 
Decorate hat with a star seal and paint in face with water colors. 
Letters are cut from gold seals and stuck in place. Divide the inside 
of the tally into two sections (Fig. A). One section for keeping the 
tally, the other will act as a guide for arranging tables and partners. 
(Copy for 12 tallies on page 39.) 


How toScore The following Scoring Instructions should be pre- 
pared before the party so the hostess may distribute them to each 
table before the score is recorded for each set. 


Set 1. Add your score and enter it on the tally belonging to the 
player on your right. 
Play Set 2 with Queens wild. 


Set 2. Score in regular manner. 
Deal cards for Set 3, face up on the table. 


Set 3. Add 50 for each trick you failed to make. Subtract 25 for 
each trick over contract. 
Winning couples wear rubber gloves while playing Set 4. 


Set 4. Multiply score by size of shoe, subtract hose size. Losers 
remove shoes, to facilitate thinking process. 


Set 5. Subtract score for set from score to this point. 
Winning players play Set 6 with “all-day suckers” in mouths. 


Set 6. Transpose score (375 would become 573, etc.).

Set 7. Add numbers in score. Largest number arrived at (add- 
ing sideways) is the winning score, i.e., 1650 would equal 12 for total 
score, 950 would total 14!

To Make Cover 2 box with red mat stock, make and attach a 
sloped roof of red mat stock. Doors and windows are gummed 
labels cut to size. Bind sides with white passe partout and adda 
red mat stock steeple, topped with a black mat stock weather vane. 
Don't be too exacting, ‘cause, remember, it’s in the throes of a 
twister! Wind all 3 wires together for 5”. Shape wound wires into a 
coil and tape coil to the cardboard circle. Spread 4” ends and tape 
them to the bottom sides of the house, Fig. B, to hold it aloft. Cut 
an 11° wide strip of blue crepe paper across the grain. Measure off 
60" and fold in half to make a double ruffle 514” wide. Gather over 
2 knitting needle (Instr. 13, page 33) and fasten around wires 
between building and base. 


3. Souvenir Favor A visual reminder of a wonderful party for 
each guest to treasure! 


Materials Red and white Dennison Crepe Paper, black and 
white mat stock, bits of tissue, red notarial seals, discarded playing 
cards, No. 10 wire and spool wire, Scotch tape, squares of fudge, 
14° wide red ribbon, paste and water colors. 


To Make Cut 2 hands from white and 2 feet from black mat 
stock (pattern below). Make head 1” long and 34” thick, following 
Instruction 16, page 34. Paint in features. Make hat from half a 
red notarial seal. Roll to make a cone that fits clown’s head. Seam 
and stick in place. Cut two 5” lengths of No. 10 wire and tape them 
to the back of a playing card (Fig. C). Stick surplus crepe at end of 
head to ecard as shown in Fig. C. Stick a second playing card over 
first one, so cards meet back to back over wires. Tape hands to top 
wires, next to head, and feet to bottom wires, leaving 14” spaces, 
between them and card, to attach rufis.

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EVER GO to an old-fashioned “‘candy pull’? Well, if you haven’t, 
you’ve missed some fun. There will never be a better time to make 
up for it than right now, so why not pick up the phone and round 
up the gang?

Of 
course you'll want to make a pact with the lady of the house to 
clean up the splashes and the pans after the party, but take it from 
me, the fun you and the crowd will have pulling those shining coils 
of toothsome goodness will make it well worth the price! 

In case you haven’t a “‘favorite recipe,”’ we invite you to try ours: 


Molasses Taffy 
2 cups molasses 
34 cup water 


lf cup butter 
lg teaspoon soda 
14 teaspoon salt 


Blend sugar, brown sugar, molasses and water, in a large sauce- 
pan till sugar is dissolved. Boil until the thermometer registers 
265° F. (Candy should form a hard ball, not brittle, in cold water.) 
Cook slowly when nearly done, stirring frequently to prevent 
burning. Remove from heat, add the butter, soda, salt. Stir only 
enough to mix. Pour the mixture into greased shallow pans. When 
it begins to stiffen around the edges, shape into balls with spatula. 
Take up with buttered hands and pull until it becomes light colored 
and porous. Stretch and shape into rope-like forms, not more than 
one inch thick. Lay pieces out on waxed paper to harden and mark 
each set with the name of the person that pulled it. 


Here’s a way to tell fortunes with your candy! 


The candy that turned out lightest promises the fairest life ahead. 

Longest finished strip of candy denotes a high station in life. 

Most brittle strip warns of a sharp tongue. 

Soft taffy, that refuses to harden, tells of a life that is too easy and 
lacking in ambition!

You'll want to serve something light for refreshments—nothing 
too sweet. We suggest tangy salad rolls, with celery curls and crisp 
pickles as relishes. Serve crunchy cookies with a tart fruit punch 
or coffee to top off. 

Make the table quaint and gay. Try a red and white checkered 
tablecloth for the background. 


Applecart Centerpiece (Il. 1) 


1 cup sugar 
1 cup brown sugar 


Here’s a centerpiece that’s tasty, 


too, a wagon filled with rosy red apples, strictly for good eating! 
Materials Heavy cardboard, brown, yellow, leaf green and jade 
green Dennison Crepe Paper, 3 No. 15 wires, spool wire, gummed 
tape, paste, red heart seals and red gummed dots. 

To Make Body of Cart From heavy cardboard, cut 2 each of 
the 2 sides shown in Fig. A and cover one side of each with yellow 
crepe paper. Cut a strip of heavy cardboard 9” x 5%” for the 





bottom. Fasten 4 sides to the bottom, yellow side 
out, with gummed tape and tape sides together. 
Line inside of the box with crushed leaf green 
crepe paper. Decorate outside of cart as shown 
in Fig. A. Follow chart for colors.

Wheels Cut 2 wheels from heavy cardboard, following Fig. B. 
Cover them with yellow on the outside, leaf green on the inside. 
Decorate as shown in Fig. B. Wind two 18” lengths of No. 15 wire 
together and wrap with a }5”" wide strip of brown crepe paper to 
within 214” of each end. Bend back unwrapped ends and tape to 
bottom of cart (Fig. C). Wind a 19” length of No. 15 wire with a 
14” wide strip of brown crepe paper. Tape it to bottom of cart as 
shown in Fig. D. Cover two 1” squares of cardboard with brown 
crepe paper. Pierce a hole through the center of one wheel and the 
brown square and attach wheel to cart as shown in Fig. E. Cover 
bottom of wagon with leaf green crepe paper. 


Handles Cut two 7” x )5" strips of cardboard, shaping on ends 
(Ill. 1). Reinforce with wire and wind with 14” strip of brown crepe 
paper. Tape to cart. Cover taping with brown crepe paper.

Base Cover a 12” x 15” strip of cardboard with crushed leaf green 
crepe paper. Bind base around outer edge, first with a 1144” wide 
strip of yellow crepe, then with a 1” wide strip of red crepe paper. 
Place cart on base, mark where wire supports will come, make 
holes and run supports through to the point where covering begins. 
Fold uncovered ends back and tape them to underside of base. The 
wax apples and red ribbon bow attached to the base are optional! 


Potbellied Stove (Ill. 2) This is a delightful souvenir 
favor. Fill with salted nuts to make it doubly welcome! (j 


Materials 2 medium-sized nut cup forms and 1 small 

box (for each favor), black Dennison Crepe Paper, spool « 
wire, 134” round tags, white poster paint, 74” metal rim 
tags, paste and silver gummed dots. 

To Make Cover small box and 2 nut cup forms with black crepe 
paper (Instr. 12, page 33). Fasten the 2 covered cups together with 
a piece of black crepe paper covered wire (Fig. F). Paste bottom of 
nut cup to center of covered box. Stick two 134” tags together 
and cover with black crepe paper, then paste to top of stove. Cover 
center of small rim tag with black, leaving the metal rim uncovered. 
Fold a 1%” length of spool wire in half, and wind it with black 
crepe paper for lifter. Use the folded end as the top and slip opposite 
end through the hole in the metal rim tag. Paste tag, covered side 
up, to top of stove. Cut a 3” wide strip of black crepe paper across 
the grain and roll it on itself to a thickness of 34” for pipe. Bend roll 
to form an angle, then paste pipe to stove as shown in illustration. 
Mark off doors with white poster paint and stick a silver gummed 
dot to center of door. Wind up the evening with dancing and a good 
old-fashioned song period. 
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JANUARY CENTERPIECE — Materials 1 fold each red, green 
and white Dennison Crepe Paper, white cotton, 1 gallon ice cream 
carton, red and blue No. 20 notarial seals, white tissue paper, 
paste, needle and thread, white mat stock and red 14” wide ribbon. 


Body Pad the gallon container with crushed white tissue till it 
is round like a snowball. Then wind it with a 5” wide strip of 
white crepe paper, cut across the grain, stretching the crepe as 
you wind to keep the padding firmly in place. Cover this ball with 
white cotton, seaming it up the back with needle and thread. 
Gather cotton, at top and bottom, and pull tightly together to 
carry out the ball effect. 


Head Shape a ball 5” in diameter from white tissue. Cover with 
cotton just as you did the body. Paste or sew head to body. Cut 
eyes from blue notarial seals, mouth from red. Make nose from a 
small ball of crushed red crepe paper, covered with a square of the 
same red crepe paper, to give a smooth finish, and paste in place. 


Arms Crush 3 sheets of tissue together lengthwise to make arms. 
Cover them with a thin layer of cotton, seaming it together with 
needle and thread. Cut mittens, 714” long and 514” across at the 
widest point, from green crepe paper. Allow 4 thicknesses for each 
mitten. Stitch each mitten around outer edge, leaving top open to 
slip arm into. Tie mittens on with red ribbon bows. Sew arms to 
body. Pin mitten-covered hands in position to body, as shown in 
illustration. Pin spray of pine in one hand. 

Cape Cut a strip of green crepe paper, 10” long with the grain, 
30” across, and round off the four corners. Fold one long edge 
back 214". Gather over a knitting needle, slip a ribbon into the 
gathered fold and tie cape around Snow Lady’s neck. 


Bonnet From an 8” circle of white mat stock, cut a poke-shaped 
bonnet brim, 4” wide in the center front. Fold a 1” wide strip of 
green crepe paper (cut across the grain) in half lengthwise and 
stitch around the outer edge of the brim as a binding. Cut a strip 
of green crepe paper 20” across and 13” with the grain for the 
crown. Fold strip in half (13” x 10”), round off lower right-hand 
corner and stitch seam along this side, to make peaked effect for 
crown. Paste opposite side to bonnet brim. Stitch a length of red 
ribbon across the lower edge of bonnet, leaving strings for tying.

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FEBRUARY CENTERPIECE — Materials 1 fold red Den- 
nison Crepe Paper, 1 No. 15 wire, spool wire, 1 sheet white mat 
stock, 8” circle of heavy cardboard, paper sealing tape, paste, 4 


yards 1” wide light blue ribbon, 4 yards 144” wide white ribbon, 8” 


lace paper doilies and cotton. 
Heart Cut a heart pattern from a 12” circle of wrapping paper. 
Using it as a guide, cut 2 hearts from white mat stock. Cut 2 
hearts from cotton, then using the least bit of paste, stick a cotton 
heart to each mat stock one. Stretch two 14” squares of crepe 
paper slightly, cut them to fit over cotton covered hearts, allowing 
a 146” border to turn under and paste to mat stock side. On mat 
stock side of heart, mark off 5 places for “‘quilting” bows and, with 
an awl, make 2 holes over each mark. Run spool wire through 
these holes, to crepe-covered side, and attach 2” long bows of 
white ribbon to crepe side of each heart with these wires. Cut 2” 
wide borders from lace paper doilies, slash them slightly around 
the inside edge. Paste to the mat stock side of one of the hearts, 
so as to form a ruffle completely around the outside edge. Now 
cut the heavy wire in three pieces, wind each with a 1%” wide 
strip of red crepe paper and tape them fanwise to the other heart, 
allowing 5” to extend beyond the bottom of the heart. Wind all 
three wires together for 2", then spread the remaining 3” chicken- 
foot fashion and tape them to the heavy cardboard circle. Stick 
the mat stock sides of the two hearts together, with the lace 
doily standing out between the two. Cover the cardboard base 
with red crushed crepe, allowing enough over to turn under and 
paste around the base. Tie full blue ribbon bows on both sides of 
the base, as shown in the illustration. 
Valentine Nut Cup Cut the edge from a 4” lace paper doily. 
Paste it around the top of a‘medium sized nut cup form, allowing it 
to gather in softly, so that the edge will stand about 1” above the 
edge of the cup. Cut a 1)” wide strip of red crepe paper across 
the grain. Gather a 12” length of this strip at the bottom and 
paste to bottom edge of the nut cup. Make a small looped bow of 
light blue ribbon and fasten to cup as shown.

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MARCH CENTERPIECE — Materials Heavy cardboard, gold 
mat stock, wire shanks, green and blue cellophane, green and white 
Dennison Crepe Paper, 3 pipe cleaners, Scotch tape and paste. 


Castle [From gold mat stock, cut 1 strip 11” x 19” and 2 strips 
8” x 18”. Block one long edge of each strip off in 1” squares and 
cut out every other block. While still flat, cut out windows and 
door with razor blade. Make small windows in large tower 1” 
square, narrow windows 14” wide by 5” long. Windows in small 
towers are all 1” long and 3%” wide. Place windows as shown in 
illustration. Make the door 214” wide and 4” high at the top of the 
arch. Cut a double outline of the door with the razor blade, on 
three sides, extending to within 14” of the bottom of the tower. 
Scotch tape the upper left corner of the door together so that it 
will remain closed without bulging when castle is rolled. Scotch 
tape green cellophane in back of each window for glass. Roll 
each strip into a cylinder, overlapping the two end blocks at the 
top (gold side out) and fasten with brass shanks to hold. Fasten 
3 towers together with wire shanks, as shown in illustration. 
Cut pipe cleaners into 3” lengths and wind each length with a 
6” wide strip of white crepe paper, cut across the grain. Cut 
banners from green crepe paper 214” long across the grain and 
1” deep at the widest point. Paste a banner to each pipe cleaner, 
you'll need 5, and fasten one to one of the highest points of each 
of the three towers, with Scotch tape. The other two will go on 
either side of the drawbridge, as shown. 


Base Cut a kidney-shaped piece of heavy cardboard, 10” wide 
and 24” long. Cover it on one side, first with a strip of green crepe 
paper, stretched and crushed and pasted to the cardboard. Cover 
this with a strip of blue cellophane, crushed to represent water, 
and fasten it to the base with bits of Scotch tape. Cut 6 strips of 
green crepe paper 12” long and the full width of the crepe. Stretch 
strips fully, roll each around a broomstick or window shade roller, 
paste seam and crush together. Take tubes from stick and paste 
them end to end. Paste long tube around outer edge of base, 
stretching enough to make it fit. Fasten the castle to the base with 
small pieces of Scotch tape (just enough to keep the castle from 
slipping). 

Drawbridge Cut a strip of gold mat stock 5” long and 214” 
wide. Round the corners on one end and curl the rounded end 
slightly with the scissor blade, so that it will fit over the crushed 
roll. Glue curved end over roll and straight end under castle in 
front of the door. Glue 2 remaining banners, one on each side of the 
drawbridge. 


Shamrock Nut Cup Cover a medium-sized nut cup with green 
crepe paper (Instr. 12, page 33). Cut circle from the center of a 4” 
lace paper doily, to fit tip of nut cup, and stick it to underside of 
nut cup rim. Stick a shamrock seal to side of nut cup. 


Candle Holders Make from green crepe paper, following 
Instruction 10, page 33. Decorate with a 6” shamrock, cut from 
gold metallic paper. Cut hole in the center and slip shamrock over 
top of candle holder. Finish with a bow of 1” wide ribbon. 








APRIL CENTERPIECE — Materials 1 fold each pink, white, 
light blue, yellow and Nile green Dennison Crepe Paper, pink 
duplex, No. 15 wires, 3 No. 10 wires, spool wire, 1 mailing tube, 
writing paper, cotton, lace paper doilies, heavy cardboard, white 
mat stock, paste and ribbon. 


Legs Cut two 10” lengths of heavy wire. Bend each back for 1” 
at one end. Cut 2 ovals 234" x 134” from heavy cardboard for soles 
and tape bent ends of wire to them to make feet. Cut two 7” 
lengths from mailing tube and slip over wires for legs. Wind the 
remaining 16” length of heavy wire several times with a 44” wide 
strip of white crepe paper, cut across the grain. Bend wire to form 
a U shape and tape one end to each heel, making a standard to 
hold Miss Bunny erect. Pad toes with tissue to form foot. Cover 
mailing tube “leg’’ with a layer of white cotton, seam together 
with needle and thread. 


Shoes Cut a strip of blue crepe paper 7” with the grain and 6” 
across for each shoe. Fold strip in half (344” x 6”) and fold open 
edge back for 144”. Starting at standard wire, back of foot, stretch 
strip around foot, pasting folded edge under sole of shoe. Paste 4” 
seam at back of shoe. Cut a second set of soles from white wrapping 
paper and paste over bottom of shoe. Tie white ribbon bows around 
the ankles. 


Head Crush tissue to form a ball 12” in circumference. Tie two 
18” lengths of No. 10 wire around ball, twisting all 4 ends together 
at base of head, leaving surplus free below head. Attach 2 wire 
ends to each leg wire and cover head and wires with cotton, seaming 
with needle and thread. Wind space between head and legs with 
1” wide strip of white crepe paper to make body. 

Arms Crush 2 sheets of tissue the long way and wind to a 16” 
length of No. 15 wire with a 1” strip of white crepe paper. Cover 
with a layer of white cotton and seam together with needle and 
thread. Fasten arms to 
body with spool wire.

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MAY CENTERPIECE — Materials Yellow, Nile green, 
French blue and brown Dennison Crepe Paper, pink duplex, 
yellow and black mat stock, cotton, 1 No. 15 wire, 1 No. 7 wire, 
1 No. 9 wire, spool wire, heavy cardboard, 1 mailing tube, paper 
sealing tape and paste. 


Base Cuta7” circle from heavy cardboard. Cut a7” length from 
the mailing tube and wind with a 1” wide strip of Nile green crepe 
paper, cut across the grain. Cut a No. 15 wire into four 9” lengths 
and tape them inside tube, an equal distance apart. Bend back 1” 
at bottom and tape to center of cardboard circle. Cut a 2” wide 
strip of Nile green crepe paper across the grain and slash one edge 
to a fine fringe. Cover cardboard circle with this fringe. Cut a 
7” circle of yellow mat stock and cut a 1” circle from the center 
of it. Run wires extending from mailing tube through, bend them 
back and tape down to complete base. 


Birdhouse Cut a 4” circle of heavy cardboard. Cut an arc 19” 
across top and 12” at base by 614” deep for sides of house. Make 
4” deep slashes every 14” across top and bottom edges to make 
tabs. Cut out center tab on bottom edge and cut out an archway, 
14” high, over place where tab has been removed to make opening 
for perch to run through. 


Perch Wind an 8” length of No. 7 wire with a 14” wide strip of 
brown crepe paper, to a 34” thickness. Tape perch to the 4” card- 
board circle. Bend tabs in along both edges of arc and paste bottom 
tabs under cardboard circle, with perch extending through arch- 
way. Paste seam up back of house and paste cardboard bottom to 


center of base. 


Roof Cutan 11” circle from yellow mat stock and cut out \% of 
it. Overlap edges until roof fits top of birdhouse and paste seam. 
Paste roof to house and cover with green crepe paper fringe, the 
same as that used on the base. Paste a 2” circle of black mat stock 
to front of house for a doorway. 


Bluebirds Make a cotton ball 1” in diameter and wrap it with 
a 2” wide strip of blue crepe paper. Tie top and bottom with spool 
wire, leaving 24" wire ends at bottom. Trim top wires close to 
head. Cover top of head with patch of blue crepe paper. Wind 
remaining bottom wires together with a 14” wide strip of crepe. 
Make a 214" cotton ball for body, cover with blue crepe paper, 
wire top and bottom and trim close to body. Make a hole through 








body with an ice pick and thread wire from head through body, 
pulling head and body close together. 


Legs Wrap a 2” No. 9 wire with 14” strip yellow crepe paper. 
Insert ice pick underneath body and paste leg wires in holes. 


Tail and Wings Cut 2 tails (3” long and 114” wide at widest 
point) and wings (214” x 114”) from writing paper, covered on 
both sides with blue crepe paper. Paste ther in place on birds, one 
tail cutout on either side of wire ends. Paste black bead eyes and 
a wee beak, cut from yellow mat stock, in place on birds. Paste 
birds to perch, with their claws curled around it. 


Daisies Cut a strip of pink duplex 1144” deep and 14” long and 
slash into 14” wide petals along one edge. Make a small round 
cushion of cotton 14” in diameter and cover it with yellow crepe 
paper for the center. Gather petals around center and fasten with 
spool wire, leaving 2” stems. Wind stems with 14” wide strip of 
light green crepe paper first, then wind flowers to a separate 
No. 10 wire, adding a few leaves, cut from green duplex, as you 
wind. Twine flowers around birdhouse, pasting to hold in place. 


Birdhouse Nut Cup Following Instruction 12, page 33, cover 
small-sized nut cup with yellow crepe paper. Cut a 214” circle from 
white mat stock for roof. Cut out 4, overlap and paste seam to

JUNE CENTERPIECE — Materials 1 sheet black mat stock, 
gold metallic paper, black, purple and yellow Dennison Crepe 
Paper (class colors may be substituted for the purple and yellow 
throughout), 1 No. 7 wire, spool wire, Scotch tape, 2 yds. of 1” 
wide yellow ribbon and a small flat box. 


Silhouette Cut a silhouette 9” high from black mat stock, of 
either a girl or a boy graduate. Wind a 12” length of No. 7 wire 
with a 14” wide strip of black crepe paper cut across the grain. 
Scotch tape the wire part way up the back of the silhouette, allowing 
6” to extend beyond the bottom to fasten silhouette to base. 


Base Cover the top of the small flat box with gold metallic 
paper. Starting 2” from the silhouette, make a coil of the remaining 
wire and wire or Scotch tape it to the box top. Cut a strip of yellow 
crepe paper, 15” wide, and a strip of purple crepe paper, 10” wide, 
across the fold. Measure off an 80” length of yellow and a 60” length 
of purple, fold both in half across the grain, making double ruffles 
714” wide and 5” wide. Gather both strips on a knitting needle 
(Instr. 13, page 33), and fasten around wire between silhouette 
and base with spool wire. Arrange with the purple ruffle on top, 
the yellow on the bottom. Make 2 full looped bows of yellow ribbon 
and wire one to each side of the silhouette. 


Daisy Place Card Make 3 daisies according to May Centerpiece 
Instructions above from white, pink or light yellow duplex paper. 
Wind all three together to form a graceful spray with a 14” wide 
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strip of Nile green crepe paper, cut across the grain. Tie a ribbon 
bow in a contrasting color to the stem, fastening a small name 
eard into the bow. 

Candle Holders Make candle bases according to Instruction 10, 
page 33. Use yellow and purple to match centerpiece base. Make 
a diploma for each holder by rolling up an 8” square of white 
writing paper and tying it with a bow of purple or yellow ribbon. 
Scotch tape a diploma to each candle holder. 





JULY CENTERPIECE — Materials 1 fold each red, white and 
blue Dennison Crepe Paper, 1 sheet each red and white mat stock, 
1 box No. 4 silver stars, 5 one-quart ice cream containers, paste and 
1” wide white ribbon. 


Firecrackers Make fuse for firecrackers by cutting 3 strips 
of white crepe paper, 3” wide across the grain. Follow Instruction 9, 
page 33, to make length of rope. Cut finished rope up into 5 lengths 
and thread each length through the center of a circle of white mat 
stock, cut to fit the top of the ice cream containers. Paste one end 
of each fuse to underside of circle. Paste top to container. Cut a 
strip of red mat stock the depth of the container and long enough 
to go around the container and overlap 1”. Roll mat stock around 
outside and paste seam. Tie three firecrackers together with white 
satin ribbon for centerpiece. Tie two remaining firecrackers 
individually, with ribbon, to use as end pieces. 


Bases Cut one 9” and two 5” circles of white mat stock. Cut three 
crepe paper ruffles across the grain as follows: red — 3” wide; white 
— 214” wide; blue — 2” wide. Gather one edge of each strip, then 
paste all three together along gathers (red ruffle on the bottom, 
white in center and blue on top). Paste set of ruffles underneath the 
edge of each white circle as shown in the illustration. Decorate the 
edge of the large circle with 18 silver stars. Paste the set of 3 fire- 
crackers in the center of the large circle, the single ones in the 
center of the smaller ones. 


Star Nut Cup Cover medium-sized nut cup with a strip of blue 
crepe paper (Instr. 12, page 33). Paste covered cup to a 4%” red 
star, cut from red mat stock (Instr. 15, page 34). Paste a small 
white ribbon bow to side of nut cup. 


Candle Holders Cut a pint container down to a height of 2” for 
each holder. Cut a 3” wide strip of white crepe paper across the 
grain. Tuck a cardboard candle holder inside the container. Brush 
outside with paste and stretch white crepe paper strip around it, 
keeping top edge even with the top and allowing surplus crepe to 
turn under bottom. Paste this surplus to bottom of container. Cut 
a 5%” wide strip of both red and blue crepe paper, stretch them fully 
and paste them up and down, alternating the red and blue with the 
white, around the sides of the container, pasting strips only inside 
top edge and under bottom of container. Line holder with red mat 
stock. Paste candle holder to a star, cut from red mat stock (see 
Instr. 15, page 34, for cutting star pattern). 
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AUGUST CENTERPIECE — Materials 1 fold each white, leaf 
green, light pink, dark pink and brown Dennison Crepe Paper, 
1 spool wire, No. 15, No. 7 and No. 9 wires, gold metallic paper, 
heavy cardboard, paste, colored chalk, gallon ice cream container, 
gummed tape and small rose leaves. 


Well Cut container to 444” depth. Brush outside with paste and 
cover with brown crepe paper. Draw “‘stone”’ design on crepe paper 
with colored chalk. 


Posts Cut six 18” lengths of No. 15 wire. Wind in groups of 3, to 
within 2” of both ends, with a 14” wide strip of brown crepe paper, 
until posts measure 4" in eto: Fasten posts to well with spool 
wire and spread wires “chicken-foot”’ fashion at the bottom. 


Base Cut a cardboard base. Cover base with leaf green crepe 
paper, fringed as in Instruction 6C, page 32. Gather a 2” wide strip 
of leaf green crepe paper that has been cut across the grain and 
paste under edge of cardboard base. 

Roof Scorea 10” square of cardboard through the center and bend 
to form a slanted roof. Cover top with green crepe paper, cut to 
resemble shingles as shown in illustration. Fasten roof to well by 
spreading top wire of posts and taping them to the roof. 


Bucket Cover small-sized paper drinking cup with brown crepe 
paper (Instr. 12, page 33). Cut 44” wide bands of gold metallic 
paper and paste to bucket for bands. 

Bail Winda 6” length of No. 9 wire witha 14” wide strip of brown 
crepe paper. Pierce holes in side of bucket and insert bail as shown 
in illustration. 


Well Handle Wind an 18” length of No. 15 wire with a 14” wide 
strip of brown crepe paper till it measures 14” in diameter. Bend 
handle to shape and wire or tape inside roof, 2” from outer edge. 
Fasten bucket to handle with a strip of twisted brown crepe paper. 
Doll Follow instructions for making Christmas doll on page 11 
and dress in shades of pink, as shown in illustration. Paste doll to 
cardboard base and hook one hand around bucket bail. 

Vine Make flowers for vine from 2 shades of pink, following 
Instruction 11A, page 33. Wind flowers to a fine wire with a %” 
wide strip of green crepe paper, adding rose leaves to stem to make 
the foliage as you wind. Twine vine around well and over roof.

Nut Cup Make, following Bucket Instructions, and tie 2 flowers 
like those used on climbing vine (Instr. 11A, page 33) to handle 
with a pink ribbon bow. 


Candle Holders For each candle holder, make and gather 3 sets 
of 2 crepe paper ruffies (one light and one dark pink), following 
Instruction 10, page 38. Instead of fastening them around the 
candle base, gather them tightly around a small bunch of deep pink 
crepe paper, slashed to a fine fringe, and paste all three sets around 
one candle base as shown in the illustration. 





SEPTEMBER CENTERPIECE — Materials 1 sheet heavy 
black cardboard, 1 fold each red and white Dennison Crepe Paper, 
white poster paint and a twister. 


To Make Cut 2 pieces of black cardboard 10” x12”. On the wrong 
side of both sheets, draw a border 14” in from edge, completely 
around slate. With a paper punch or awl, make holes 1” apart all 
along border line. Cut a 1” wide strip across grain of both red and 
white crepe paper. Pull strips through twister to make strips of 
“‘raffia” for lacing slates. Using both strands together, lace around 
edge of both slates. Tie slates together at top with bows of same 
twist, leaving lower edges free to balance slates in upright position. 
Write desired inscriptions on slate with white poster paint. 


Nut Cup Favor Cut 2” x 4” pieces of black mat stock for slates 
and lace them in same manner as larger size, using 44” wide strips 
of red and white crepe paper twist. Make holes 14” in from outer 
edge and 14” apart. Cover medium-sized nut cups with red crepe 
paper, following Instruction 12, page 33. Tie a white ribbon to 
edge of nut cup and paste cup to small slate. 


Candle Holders Make ruffies from white crepe paper following 
Instruction 10, page 33. 
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OCTOBER CENTERPIECE — Materials 1 fold each brown, 
orange and green Dennison Crepe Paper, No. 15 wires, spool wire, 
red and black gummed dots, paste, cotton, 10” x 15” strip of heavy 
cardboard and yellow ribbon. 


Figures Cut six 12” lengths of No. 15 wire to make wire forms 
for both figures. Turn 4 wires back 1” at one end to make feet for 
leg wires, and remaining 2 wires back 1” at both ends of arm wires 
to make hands. Wind all 6 wires with a 14” wide strip of orange 
crepe paper, cut across the grain. 


Fringe Cut a strip of orange crepe paper 2” wide across fold. 
Shake out strip and fold in half 3 times, then stretch slightly and 
pin these eight layers together across top so crepe will not slip while 
cutting fringe. Follow Instruction 6C, page 32, to cut 1144” deep 
fringe. Wind leg wires to within 414” of top, starting at looped end, 
so that fringe will hang down over feet. Wind arms from both ends 
to center, so fringe will point over hands. Tie 2 leg wires together 
where fringe ends at top, then wind that section with fringe to 
within 1” of top to form body. 


Head Roll a 2” wide strip of cotton on itself until it forms a ball 
134” thick. Cut a strip of orange crepe paper 6” with the grain and 
wind it twice around the cotton ball, stretching it as you wind. Cut 
off surplus crepe and paste seam up back. Slip head over wire body 
and tie top and bottom with spool wire. Cut off surplus crepe paper. 
Tie arms in place with spool wire. 





Leaf Ruffle Cut a 4” wide strip of green crepe paper across the 
grain. Cut a leaf border along both edges. Measure off 14” for each 
leg and arm ruff and 18” for the neck ruff. Fold each strip in half, 
leaf edges together, and gather over a knitting needle (Instr. 13, 
page 33). Tie each ruffle in place as shown in illustration. Paste a 
group of leaves on top the lady’s head for a hat and make a top hat 
of green crepe paper for the gentleman. Cut features from colored 
gummed dots and paste in place. 


Base Cover cardboard with crushed green crepe paper. Cut one 
3” wide strip and one 4” wide green strip of crepe paper. Gather 
both, paste the orange to the green ruffle along the gathers, then 
paste both underneath the cardboard edge. Shape figures into 
dancing position and wire them to cardboard base. 

Nut Cup Cover nut cups, according to Instruction 12, page 33, 
with orange crepe paper. Make head 14 the size of those used on 
the centerpiece. Wire a leafy ruffle of green crepe paper around neck 
and paste ruffle to side of nut cup to form a lid. Paste another ruffle 
under edge of cup. Add a few more leaves or green crepe paper top 
hat to each nut cup head. 

Candle Holders Make orange ruffles, following Instruction 10, 
page 33. Make a head, exactly like those used on the nut cups, for 
each candle holder and wire it in place on holder.

NOVEMBER CENTERPIECE — Materials 2 sheets yellow 
mat stock, 1 box 9” long x 6” wide x 4” deep, a 514” circle of heavy 
cardboard, 4 No. 15 wires, 1 fold Nile green Dennison Crepe Paper, 
paste and paper sealing tape. 


Wheelbarrow Cut away one 6” side of box and round off 
corresponding edges of 9” sides to make shape of wheelbarrow. 
Line box inside and out with yellow mat stock. Cut a strip of 
Nile green crepe paper 3” wide, across the fold. Fold both long 
edges to center, then fold in half to form a binding. Bind entire 
outer edge of wheelbarrow with this strip. 


Wheel Cover heavy cardboard circle on both sides with yellow 
mat stock and bind edge with green crepe paper binding. Pierce 
a hole in center of wheel. Wind two 36” long No. 15 wires together 
with a 14” wide strip of Nile green crepe paper several times. Slip 
wheel to center of this wire, then bend wire to form a V. Tape 
wires under wheelbarrow to hold wheel in place, about 1” from 
end of barrow. Two ends of wire will extend beyond other end of 
barrow to make handle. 


Legs Wind two 23” lengths of No. 15 wire several times with a 
14" wide strip of Nile green crepe paper. Bend these wires to form 
triangles, 9” x 9” x 314”. Tape these to the bottom of the wheel- 
barrow, one on each side, as shown in the illustration. If real 
vegetables are to be used in the wheelbarrow, fasten the leg wires 
to the bottom in several places with spool wire, for added strength. 
Fill the wheelbarrow with real vegetables or make some of your 
own! To make vegetables, use tissue paper for the foundations, 
then wind each piece with a 1” strip of crepe paper in the proper 
color to make a smooth finish. All vegetable tops are cut from leaf 
green duplex. 


Nut Cup Cover a nut cup with yellow crepe (Instr. 12, page 33). 
Bind a 1” circle of yellow mat stock with a 1” wide strip of Nile 
green crepe paper folded to form a binding. Wind a 10” length of 
No. 10 wire with a 44” wide strip of Nile green crepe paper. Pierce 
a hole in the center of the wheel and slip it to center of wire. Bend 
wire to form a V. Wind two 4” lengths of wire with a 44” wide strip 
of Nile green crepe paper and shape them into triangles for legs. 
Fasten one to the center of each wire extending from the wheel with 
a narrow strip of crepe paper. Tie nut cup between handles with 
spool wire and fasten a small yellow bow into each wire (see 
illustration). 


Candle Holders Make candle holders of yellow crepe paper, 
following Instruction 10, page 33. 





DECEMBER CENTERPIECE — Materials 1 fold each red, 
black and peach Dennison Crepe Paper, white tissue, white cotton, 
white mat stock, 2 No. 7 wires, spool wire, wire shanks, paper 
sealing tape, small Christmas ornaments, tiny gift wrapped pack- 
ages, 44” wide red ribbon and water colors. 


Body From a9” half circle of white mat stock, form a cone 6%” 
across the bottom. Hold cone together with wire shanks. Crush 
2 sheets of tissue lengthwise with hands and roll smoothly to form 
head foundation, 214” high and 2” through. Stretch a 4” wide 
strip of peach crepe paper gently around the tissue ball three 
times, to make skin. Paste seam at back of head and tie crepe 





at top of head with spool wire. Turn surplus crepe back and paste 
down to top of head. Cut one of the No. 7 wires into 9” lengths, 
slip them inside bottom of head and fasten at neck with spool 
wire. Wind extending wires together with a 14” wide strip of 
peach crepe paper for 3". Spread remaining ends of wire and fasten 
them evenly around cone with 14” pieces of paper sealing tape. Pad 
body with crushed tissue until it is in good proportion. Then wrap 
tissue in place with a 1” wide strip of peach crepe paper. 

Arms Cut a 15” length of No. 7 wire and turn it under 1%” at 
both ends for hands. 


Sleeves Cut a strip of red crepe paper, 15” with the grain and 
4” across, overlap edges slightly and paste seam. Slip arm wire 
inside sleeve and tie at wrists with spool wire (this will blouse 
sleeve slightly). Wire arms to back of body, 1” below head. 


Coat Fit red crepe paper smoothly around doll’s body, from 
neck to waist line, pasting just enough to hold. Cut a strip of red 
crepe paper 16” with the grain and 40” across and fold to 8” width 
for skirt. Gather skirt by shirring crepe over knitting needle. 
Replace knitting needle with spool wire and fasten skirt firmly 
around doll’s waist. Cut one 244" and one 3” circle from red crepe 
paper. Cut each into center and shape to form a collar and a 
peplum. Edge both pieces with a 14” wide border of cotton and 
paint tiny “‘ermine tails’ on cotton with water colors. Paste collar 
and peplum in place on doll and add more ‘fur’ for neck and 
cuffs. 


Features Paint features on face with water colors and cover 
head with “‘curls.”” To make a curl, roll a strip of stretched black 
crepe paper around a knitting needle several times and crush 
together. Bangs are 1” wide strips of black crepe paper fringed and 
pasted in place. 


Hat 11%” circle of white mat stock, covered on the right side 
with red crepe paper and edged with a narrow band of cotton. 
Two tiny Christmas tree ornaments and a bow of 4” wide red 
ribbon trim the hat. 


Mittens Cut double from red crepe paper, paste around outer 
edge, stuff slightly with cotton and paste in place over hands. 
The Christmas packages are fastened together with Scotch tape 
and pasted in position in doll’s arms. 


Doll Nut Cup Cover medium-sized nut cup with red crepe 
paper (Instr. 12, page 33). Cut circle to fit top of nut cup from the 
center of a4” lace paper doily, and paste under cuprim. Makesmall 
doll head just as you did large one, using a tissue foundation 14%” x 
34". Hair is fringed black crepe paper. Paint in features. 


Hat 1” circle of white mat stock, cover with red crepe, edge with 
cotton and decorate with a narrow ribbon bow. 


Neck Ruffle Cut strip of red crepe paper, 2” with grain and 
10” across. Fold in half, gather on a knitting needle and wire to 
surplus crepe under chin. Attach head to cup with a bit of paste 
applied to edge of ruffle. 


Candle Holders Make from red crepe paper, following Instruc- 
tion 10, page 33. Add 3 brightly colored Christmas tree ornaments 
and a looped bow of Nile green ribbon as shown in the illustration. 
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“THE STARS THAT NIGHT WILL BE BIG AND BRIGHT,’’ 
if you give a real Texas Hoe-Down for your crowd! Have the guests 
dress the part—dungarees and calico are in order—if everyone is to 
get the most out of an evening of frolicking under the “‘Texas”’ 
moon! 

Orchestras and name bands are definitely out. There must be a 
fiddler, or at least someone who plays a mean violin, in the neigh- 
borhood. If you want ‘‘the works,” perhaps you might call in a 
second who plays the concertina or even a banjo—they’re all super 
for western music and square dancing. Incidentally, one of your 
musicians must be clever at ad libbing and expert at “calling” the 
square dances. If this is a lost art in your locality, a nearby vaude- 
ville booking agency will locate a “‘caller’’ for you pronto. 


The Hall will present no problem at all for this kind of party. Its 
size, of course, will be determined by the number of guests you plan 
to accommodate. Practically any place containing four walls and a 
floor makes a fine place for a Hoe-Down. A barn would be ideal— 
your playroom in the basement, for a home party—or, as a last 
resort, fall back on a local hall or school auditorium! Whatever the 
place, if you follow the simple suggestions and illustrations on these 
pages, you’re bound to spend your evening “deep in the heart of 
Texas” and loving every minute of it! 

In Illustration 2, you get a bird’s-eye view of what your hall will 

look like after you and your friends spend a busy afternoon embel- 
lishing it! You'll need Dennison Blue Flameproof Crepe Paper 
Streamers and brown, green, red, yellow, light blue, black and 
white *crepe paper and the largest gold or silver stars you can buy 
in those 10e packages. Remember, they will look much smaller when 
they are suspended from the ceiling. Be sure your equipment in- 
cludes scissors, Scotch tape, paste, tacks and hammer or staple gun, 
spool wire, black thread and screw eyes (for putting up the ceiling 
trim). 
Texas Longhorns Have the “artist” in your group draw the 
head of a Texas longhorn, in proportion to your own hall. Cover 
large sheets of wrapping paper or lightweight cardboard with white 
*crepe paper that has been slightly stretched and crushed (Instr. 1A, 
page 32). Cut enough longhorns to almost reach horn to horn 
around the hall, excluding the stage, if there is one. The features 
are touched up with black paint or crayon.

Spurred Boots Here’s another job for that artist! Cowboy boots 
are easy to draw—just be sure to make them large enough to make 
a big splash of color on those bare wall spaces where you hang them! 
Cut the boots from cardboard and cover them with red *crepe 
paper, in two sections. First cut a strip of red slightly wider than 
the boot top. Lay it smoothly over boot top and paste side edges 
underneath, leaving the top free (Fig. A). Now cover the foot 
separately. Stretch out the top of the boot ever so slightly so 
that it will flare (Fig. B). The spurs are bright silver gummed stars. 
Boots are hung in pairs over a ‘“‘nail,’’ suspended from a 1” wide 
strand of red *crepe paper, twisted.

Corral Now for that “Old Corral,” the “‘boards’’ are 5” wide 
strips of brown *crepe paper, cut across the grain. Turn end under 
twice and tack to wall at the proper height (Fig. C). Stretch fully 
and tack at other end of room (strip may be spliced as often as 
necessary to make proper length). Make as many rails as you wish 
to make your corral a good height for the room. Fence posts are 
cut from cardboard and covered with brown *crepe paper. 


Stage A covered wagon makes a splendid background for your 
musicians. If your hall does not boast a stage, why not devote one 
wall to this setting? To make the wagon, cut six large horseshoe 
shaped pieces, similar to first section of Illustration 1, and cover 
each with yellow *crepe paper. The wheels are made in the same 
manner. Cut the rack part of the body, shafts and wheel spokes 
from black *crepe paper, backed with wrapping paper. Fasten the 
entire vehicle together before applying it to the background. The 
background is made by tacking lengths of light blue *crepe paper 
across the desired space. To do this, follow Instruction 4, page 32. 
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Desert Haven  Here’sa winner for the very center of your dance 
floor! Imagine finding a keg of ice cold punch right in the middle of a 
desert! Fantastic, maybe, but just as refreshing to your guests as an 
oasis would be to weary desert travelers. The keg is just what it 
seems to be, a clean wooden barrel with spigot attached. It’s filled 
to the brim with delicious punch, floating with crushed ice. The 
stand is made of two sawhorses painted black. The trailing vines 
may be the real thing or you may wish to cut the leaves from green 
*crepe paper, paste them to green covered wire and twine them 
around the keg. The rest is simply setting. If you can rent a grass 
mat from your local florist, hardware store or undertaking establish- 
ment, that will make a splendid foundation. If not, use a large circle 
of cardboard painted green or a green rug. The cacti are most real- 
istic! Cut them from green *crepe paper, backed with wrapping 
paper and paste two of them back to back over double lengths of 
heavy wire (Fig. D). Allow wire ends to extend beyond cactus at 
the bottom, bend these ends back and tape or wire them to a 
circle of heavy cardboard to make a base. Cover base with crushed 
green *crepe paper. Paint brown thorns on cactus. Blossoms are 
circles of red *crepe, gathered in the center and pasted in place. 
That tin dipper, thrown carelessly on the ground is just for atmos- 
phere. We are all for the more sanitary, if somewhat less 
picturesque, method of using individual paper cups. 


Western Sky Our little corner of the Great West would not be 
complete without a real Texas sky for a canopy. This is no problem 
at all, if you use Dennison French Blue *Streamers and silver 
gummed stars. Put up streamers, for sky effect, Instruction 5, 
page 32. Before streamers are pulled up in place, cut many strands 
of black thread and stick two stars together over both ends of each 
strand. Loop these double-starred threads over the streamers, hit- 
or-miss, so that when the streamers are adjusted in place the effect 
will be as a star-spangled sky. 


Western Headgear This is what the well-dressed Texan should 
wear to a Hoe-Down (or so our fashion editor tells us). If you wish 
your guests to have the feeling that they “‘belong,’’ we recommend 
that you give them each one to wear for the evening. As you see, we 
enjoyed making them so much that we made a few extras to hang 
over the fence posts! This is how to make them: 


For the Ladies Make these pioneer bonnets from various shades 
of *crepe paper. Cut a 20” square of *crepe paper. Fold one side back 
7” across the grain; 6” from the other side, fold *crepe back in the 
opposite direction. Stretch along this crease to make a “coal 
scuttle’ shape (Fig. E). Cut 2” wide strips of *crepe paper in a con- 
trasting color. Sew a 20” length to each side of the bonnet, as shown 
in Fig. E, to make the strings. Gather straight edge with needle 
and thread to make a seam 2” long in back. 


For the Gentlemen Make the ten-gallon hats from sand or 
white *crepe paper. Cut a 22” length of *crepe paper from the fold. 
Fold in half across the grain. Round off the top with the scissors 
(the open edge) and seam it as shown in Fig. F. Turn to reverse 
side, crease folded edge back 2)” and stretch to make brim as 
shown in Fig. F. Add a 114” wide band of *crepe paper in the 
same shade and a 2” long feather cut from red *crepe paper. 


Entertainment Your entertainment will be an evening of square 
dancing, of course. If you are not familiar with all the square dances, 
you will find them written up at your local library. 


Stagecoach Special No Hoe-Down would be complete without 
at least one good Relay Race. Here’s one that will be as much fun 
for the spectators as for the players! The Master of Ceremonies 
arrives in the center of the hall pulling an express wagon filled with 
bulging suitcases (the more battered, the better). He announces 
that the stagecoach will make its initial run in just a few minutes. 
Will all interested in making the trip kindly step forward and claim 
their luggage? There may be as many “‘teams”’ as there are pieces 
of luggage. Each player who claims a piece of luggage is automati- 
cally the captain and may choose his own team (about 5 players to 
each team is a good number). A line drawn on the floor, a few feet 
from the stage, or any other given spot, will be designated as the 
“‘depot.”’ A second line at the opposite end of the room will be 
“‘home.”’ Each piece of luggage should contain the same number of 
articles of clothing, although they need not be identical. A typical 
traveling outfit should consist of 2 petticoats, blouse and skirt, 
bright colored woolen or cotton knee socks, long scarf, large hat, 
earrings and other odd pieces of jewelry and an umbrella for the 
lady—odd pants and coat, very gay vest, spats, bow tie, hat and 
artificial flower for the buttonhole for the gentleman. Needless to 
say, the funnier the ensemble, the more fun the game will be. When 
the whistle blows, the first couple in line rush to the “‘depot,” carry- 
ing the suitcase between them. Upon their arrival, they open the 
suitcase and start to don the appropriate clothing, in proper order; 
everything must go on! When both are dressed, he must close the 
suitcase, she, open the umbrella, and together they must race, in 
their new attire, to the other end of the room. Once back, they must 
reverse the process, closing the umbrella, opening the suitcase, re- 
moving-the clothing and repacking it in the suitcase. When every- 
thing is replaced, they must close the suitcase and hand it to the 
next couple in line, who repeat the process. If any player is caught 
omitting one of the articles, in any of the processes, they must 
“borrow” a similar article from the players on their left and all 
succeeding players on their team will have to wear both their own 
and the borrowed articles. 

This is a hilarious game, and wonderful to use as a refresher if 
the party seems to be slowing down. 


Cinderella Dance Another old favorite is the Cinderella Dance. 
At the end of one of the dances, each girl must give her shoe to her 
partner, who takes it to the center of the room and drops it in a 
large box. The shoes are shaken up and the box covered with a 
sheet. When the music starts, the boys must walk by the box, reach 
in and draw out a shoe without looking inside the box. He must 
then find the girl to whom the shoe belongs and claim her for his 
partner. 


* DENNISON FLAMEPROOF CREPE PAPER and STREAMERS are 
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Goons and goblins and ghosts galore 
Float about from door to door. 
Thrills and chills will fill the rooms, 
As witches charge about on brooms. 
Danger lurks for everyone, 

Come along and have some fun! 


This will be the theme for your party. Use it on the invitations, or 
posters, or as an ad in your local paper—it will be a fine way to 
introduce your party to the public. 


Atmosphere The atmosphere described above may be created 
by following the simple suggestions given below. Of course, the 
lights will be turned low so that the spider webs, ghosts and 
witches will be able to infuse their chilly spirit throughout the hall. 


Spider Webs As shown in the illustration, corners and windows 
are strung with spider webs. To make them, cut off 20” squares of 
*crepe paper that has been stretched fully and fold each square 
in half twice. Now fold once cornerwise to form a triangle, folded 


sides together, and pin along multi-folded side (Fig. A). Round off . 


open edge end to form a circular section, then slash as shown 
(Fig. B), cutting out every other section to form the web. Remove 
pins and shake out the web. Tack or tape them in strategic corners 
and across the windows, slightly off center. A small ball of green 
*crepe paper, crushed and pasted over a set of wire legs, makes a 
splendid spider to paste on the web. That’s a ghost, cut from white 
mat stock, snared in the corner web—should be a fair warning to 
unwary guests!

Wall Panels Make background of blue *crepe paper, according 
to Instruction 4, page 32. The harvest moon, cut from yellow mat 
stock, sheds its eerie light upon the sinister scene shown in Illustra- 
tion 1. The ghost, tombstones and witches’ heads and hands are 
cut from white mat stock. The witches’ hats, capes, brooms and 
shoes are black and their skirts green or yellow. The grass is gray 
green. To soften the scene and cast the proper amount of shadow, 
fasten natural branches over the windows and across the wall 
panels. Hang them with a liberal amount of crinkled *crepe paper 
fringe in shades of orange, yellow, light blue and green. To prepare 
*crepe paper for this use, divide folds of *crepe paper in quarters, 
stretch fully, then fold each strip in half, with the grain, 3 times. Pin 
at top and slash to a very fine fringe (Fig. C). Unfold fringe and 
crush entire section hard with hands. Drape this crushed fringe to 
make moss-like effect on branches shown in Illustration 1. 


Stage The orchestra will carry on its Bebop fest from ‘‘The 
Caves.” The cave effect is made by building a rocky opening across 
the front of the stage. Use strong cloth, such as burlap, old sheeting 
or canvas for the foundation. Crush old newspapers into hard balls 
and paste them to the material. 
Now cover each section with 
brown *crepe paper that has been 
stretched fully and crushed (Fig. 
D). Make as many sections as 
necessary to cover the area 
around the stage and give the 
desired effect. Hang clumps of the 
crinkled fringe at frequent inter- 
vals across the top of the cave, 
from the inside. Fasten bats or 
other Halloween symbols, cut 
from black mat stock, here and 
there on the fringe. 


Stage Background Cover background with French blue *crepe 
paper (Instr. 4, Page 32). Cut outlines of irregular rock formations 
from light blue, purple and dark blue *crepe paper backed with 
wrapping paper (Instr. 1A, page 32) and paste or pin them to the 
blue background. Pile a few natural rocks at the mouth of the cave 
and have a black cat or two (cut from black mat stock) prowling 
across them. 

Doorways If it isn’t enough to frighten your guests half to death 
once they arrive in the hall, why not go one step further and make 
the exits so frightful that they won’t dare leave? Those awesome 
tree trunks that you see in Illustration 1, reaching out to catch 
some hapless passerby, are cut from brown *crepe paper, backed 
with wrapping paper (Instr. 1A, page 32). Tack or tape them in place 
on both sides of each doorway in the hall.

Cauldron ‘‘Double, double, toil and trouble; fire burn and 
eauldron bubble’’—right in the center of the ballroom! Wonder 
what Shakespeare’s witches would do if they had a spot like this to 
cook up their awful concoctions in! Though we advise against 
serving ‘‘Witch’s Brew” from it, it will add to the mystery of the 
evening if a nice friendly witch presides over the cauldron to 
distribute fortunes found in its depths. The tripod is made from 
three sticks, wound with black *crepe paper, fastened together at 
the top and forced through a circle of wood or wallboard at the 
foundation. Paint the board black or cover it with black *crepe 
paper. The ‘‘flames” are cut from red and yellow *crepe paper. If 
there is an electric outlet handy, an electric bulb or electric logs 
may be hidden under the ‘‘flames.”’ Use a large kettle for the 
cauldron. If you do not have an old-fashioned iron one, cover its 
modern counterpart, the aluminum kettle, inside and out with 
crushed black *crepe paper. Suspend it from the tripod by a cord, 
or wire, run through the bail of the pot. 

Entertainment Now for an evening of thrills and chills! Start 
your guests off on the wrong foot by admitting them, not via the 
regular entrance, but through the “Chamber of Horrors.” This 
may be set up in the basement, and entered through the basement 
door, or perhaps it might be arranged along a hallway leading from 
a side door to the main hall. In any event, sooner or later, your jaded 
guests should end up in the main hall! 


Chamber of Horrors Needless to say, the “trail’’ will be in 
almost complete darkness. A ghost with a lantern will lead the way. 
Perhaps if the trail is long, you will need an occasional dim green 
bulb to point the way. Fasten a stout rope along the entire path 
as a guide to your groping pathfinders. The following suggestions 
will help you chart your trail. You and your committee will 
doubtless conjure up many more. 

Cobwebs A network of threads, suspended from overhead to 
walk through. 

Kiss of Death A cloth sugar bag filled with sand and ice, sus- 
pended from the ceiling. 

Briar Patch Mounds of steel wool on the floor. 


Searching the Swamps for Chloe Wet sponges tied to the 
hand ropes, branches under foot. 


Cave of Hidden Monsters Fur rugs or old fur coats suspended 
from ceiling. 


Cave of the Four Winds Electric fans (shielded for safety’s 
sake), tin cans rolling about on the floor, where they may be 
kicked about, a prop man dividing his time between blowing a 
whistle, long and shrill, and a siren and rattling a large piece of 
tin to produce rumbling thunder. 

The Catacombs These are the tombs of our ancestors, so 
trespassers should be requested to pass with reverence. Pillows 
strewn about on the floor give the sensation of stepping on bodies, a 
few scattered beef bones will break up the monotony. “Flying 
birds,’’ the type sold to children at carnivals, suspended from the 
ceiling, depict those souls still searching for their eternal rest. The 
occasional drone of a vacuum cleaner will echo the fitful slumbers 
of others. Here the pathway should be lined with “‘tombstones”’ 
(straight chairs with paper slip- 
covers over the backs). Some of 
these chairs may be tenanted by 
ghosts who groan continuously 
and rattle their chains. Occa- 
sionally they rise slowly and 
stand silently in front of on- 
coming travelers, then melt back 
behind their ‘“‘tombstones’”’ as the 
wayfarers approach. The addi- 
tion of maniacal laughter and 
intermittent piercing screams will 
go far toward torturing your 
guests. 

Witchery After their trip 
through the ‘‘Chamber of 
Horrors,’”’ your guests will wel- 
come any game at all that 
is played in the light, with 
real live companions! Here is 
a lively number that will put 
everyone back on a_ happier 
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footing. Have several sets of cards made up containing the letters 
WITCHERYY. Pass a set of these to each team of eight. 
Everyone now has a letter and at a given signal a group of 
these letters will arrange themselves to form as many words 
as possible, one at a time. A scorekeeper keeps a record of 
the words formed by each team. The group forming the greatest 
number of words in a stated amount of time is the winner. 


Dead Men Tell No Tales One of the guests is secretly desig- 
nated as a “‘Witch.”’ During the dancing, the lights go out and the 
‘““Witch’”’ selects her victim and removes his or her shoe, then slips 
away in the darkness, tossing the shoe in a corner. As soon as the 
shoe is removed, the victim screams and falls to the floor ‘‘dead.”’ 
Allow to the count of ten for our ‘““Witch”’ to escape before turning 
on the lights. After the lights go on, an inquest is held over the 
body. The person appointed to the position of D.A. questions 
everyone but the victim, concerning the crime. Everyone except 
the guilty party must reply with honest answers. The ‘‘Witch,”’ of 
course, has the right to lie as skillfully as possible to all questions 
except the one, “Are you guilty of this crime?’’ However, this 
question may be asked only once. If the D.A. fails to ask the right 
party the first time, he must resign his post and a new D.A. will 
be appointed. 


Bats of a Feather Here's an elimination dance that may well 
turn into a Conga Line before the dance is finished. Three people 
are appointed secretly to be the “Big Bats.’’ When the first dance 
is well along, they select a spot somewhere on the crowded dance 
floor, being careful not to stop too near each other, and stand 
motionless in the spot. Anyone who touches them or brushes 
against them must join the “Bat Colony”’ and line up behind the 
“Big Bat.’’ While the groups remain small it will be fairly simple 
to avoid them, but as they increase in size, more and more people 
will get jostled into the “Standing Bats.” Incidentally, jostling is 
not against the rules and should be encouraged. The winning 
couple should be presented with a badge in the shape of a bat, with 
the words “‘Battiest Bats” imprinted thereon. 


So Goes the Ghost This game is silly enough to extract a smile 
from the grimmest guest. The leader calls everyone interested in 
learning a bit of “‘good ghosting’ around him. Then solemnly he 
lines them up shoulder to shoulder. In a deep voice he announces, 
‘‘A good ghost goes like this,” and points straight ahead of him 
with his right hand. Continuing, follow-the-leader style, the ghost 
goes through a number of motions, ending on one knee, with both 
arms outstretched, retaining the shoulder to shoulder formation. 
Suddenly, with a mighty groan, he sighs, ‘“‘and so goes the ghost,”’ 
as he shoves against the ghost next to him, throwing him and the 
entire line off balance. 

A Ghastly Experience Save this most harrowing experience of 
all as a final thrill for the evening. This is a ghost story of the truly 
gory type—complete with sound and touch effects. The props and

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IF YOU ARE ENTERTAINING AT HOME, at the Country Club 
or running an “‘affair’’ for your sorority or favorite club, you’ll win 
your laurels for the “‘Artist Ball.’”’ For a dinner party or an evening 
event, you can’t go wrong with this tested recipe for a party that’s 
different! If your guests enjoy a good laugh, and who doesn’t, have 
them come as “‘they want to be.”’ If they harbor a secret ambition 
to be an “‘Oil Magnate,’’ a ‘“‘Circus Rider” or a “‘Balloon Man,”’ 
this will be their opportunity to be ‘‘as they wish they were’’ for 
one glorious evening. 


Stage The large illustration will show you how to create the 
proper ‘‘arty’’ atmosphere. Make the focal point the stage, if there 
is one, where the orchestra will hold forth for the evening. It will 
represent the view from a ‘“‘studio window’’—a city skyline. The 
buildings are cut from *crepe paper, backed with wrapping paper 
(Instr. 1, page 32) in various shades to represent city buildings— 
(brownstone, gray concrete, red brick with green roofs). Blue and 
green windows in various sizes are cut out and appliqued in place. 
The entire scene is appliqued against a light blue background. Make 
an “‘iron’’ fence to run across the front of the stage by stretching 
tubes of black *crepe paper horizontally across stage, for the 
cross sections (Instr. 2, page 32). Cut 2” wide strips of black mat 
stock, long enough for vertical rails, as shown. Paste or tack 
strips in place. 

Windows As you may have guessed from the illustration, the 
windows are transformed into ‘“‘paintings.’’ These may be travel 
posters or rough sketches in various stages of completion. Cut them 
to the proper size so the window frames may double as picture 
frames. 


Entrances The doors are ‘‘draped’’ with wide strips of purple 
*crepe paper (Instr. 8, page 33) and caught in place at the corners 
with narrow bands of twisted amber *crepe paper. The doors are 
flanked on both sides with partially ‘‘squeezed tubes of dripping 
paint.’”’ The tubes are cut from silver metallic paper, crushed to 
look well used. The ‘‘paint drops’”’ are cut from bright shades of 
*crepe paper, backed with wrapping paper (Instr. 1, page 32). 
Wall Panels The colorful “swatches” radiating from the palette 
are full 20” widths of *crepe paper fastened under the palette and 
stretched across the remaining wall space. The palette is cut from 
cardboard and covered with brown *crepe paper. Brushes are small 
dowels, wound with a 14” wide strip of black *crepe paper, with 
brown *crepe paper slashed and pasted to one end, then trimmed 
to form the “‘brush.”’ 
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Artist Colony A novel note for 
a large party is introduced by 
talking a few of your talented 
young artists into donning smocks 
and conducting an “‘artist colony’”’ 
in the center of the floor. Rope off 
a section for them by winding a 
series of ‘“‘plumbers’ helpers,”’’ 
those suction cups with long 
stick handles, with black *crepe 
paper and standing them at inter- 
vals, several feet apart, around 
the chosen area. Join them 
together with a heavy ‘“‘cord,”’ 
made by twisting 20” widths of purple *crepe paper to form a 
rope (Instr. 9, page 33). 


According to the custom, guests who wish to be sketched may 
toss silver at the feet of their favorite artist, who will ‘‘sketch”’ 
them, paint them or cut their silhouettes, according to their talents. 
The silver can go toward swelling the treasury, at a large party. At 
a private one, the collection will doubtless be omitted. 


Entertainment Party plans should include a few good mixers, 
such as—A DAY IN A COMMERCIAL ART STUDIO. Cut out and mount 
any number of trademarks of famous brands, number them and 
hang them up around the wall. Provide each couple with a pencil 
and paper and give them a certain amount of time in which to 
write down as many names as they can remember. 


Art Competition Guests choose partners and take seats, back 
to back. One of the pair has a pencil and paper and draws whatever 
the other tells him to draw. For example, draw a square, draw a 
triangle to the left, another to the right, etc., until the announcer 
thinks that he has finished a “‘painting.’’ Then he names the master- 
piece. The pictures should be displayed, so that the judges may 
choose the best one. 


Art in Advertising Give everyone a pencil and paper and tell 
each person to write down a slogan such as ‘“‘When a slip becomes 
a social error,’’ fold paper so that slogan does not show, then pass 
paper to the right and have second party write a second slogan, for 
example, ‘‘Look lovely and be loved,’’ without looking at the first. 
Then he also folds paper and passes it to the right. The third guest 
should unfold paper, read both slogans, then turn paper over and 
draw a sketch that will illustrate both slogans. 


* DENNISON FLAMEPROOF CREPE PAPER and STREAMERS are recommended for use in all public buildings. 
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We suggest eliminating the casserole and substituting tea cakes 
for the “‘Study in Swirls.” 

Such food should rate the best possible setting. The photo below 
will help you carry out the artist theme to the very last farewell. 


Refreshments JHere’s a hint for the refresh- 
ment hour—if it’s a home party, try the fol- 
lowing: Artist Rolls (Assorted Fish Salad) and 
Potato Chips; Red and Yellow Casserole; A 
Study in Swirls (Hot Apricot Sponge Cake); 
Jitier Dispenser (Coffee). 


Red and Yellow Casserole Drain 1 pint of 
corn, add 1 can tomato soup and mix well. 
. Crumble 1 slice of stale bread and mix well. 
Put in casserole. Cover with buttered bread 
crumbs or cracker crumbs. Sprinkle with pap- 
rika. Bake about 30 minutes in a hot 450° oven. 


A Study in Swirls Melt 2 tbsp. butter in a 
spider with 1 cup brown sugar. Drain 1 can of 
apricots from their syrup and place face down 
in mixture in frying pan. For cake topping— 
beat 3 egg yolks until light. Add 1 cup sugar 
and a pinch salt. Beat until smooth, add 14 cup 
hot water and 1 cup flour sifted with 1 tsp. 
baking powder. Beat and fold in 3 beaten egg 
whites. Pour over apricots and bake in a 350° 
oven for 30 to 45 minutes. Remove from pan 
and serve apricot side up garnished with 
whipped cream and cherries. (Serves 8.) 
Probably if your party is ‘‘Hall Size,” you’ll 
want to simplify the refreshments somewhat. 
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HEADING OUR “‘REQUEST LIST’”’ comes an urgent plea for 
desk decorations to honor fellow workers who are leaving the 
company. Three points should be considered when planning a desk 
decoration—it must be attractive, appropriate and, above all, 
easily prepared. Desk decorations must be whisked on at amoment’s 
notice, usually while its occupant is answering a phone call or is 
out to lunch! With a bit of outside preparation, this is entirely 
possible! Here are three examples to prove the rule. You may 
diversify them to suit your particular desk problems. 


General Instructions To cover a desk: 


1. Stretch crepe paper across top of desk, cut off surplus and 
Seotch tape covering under edge of desk top (Fig. A).

2. Measure height of desk. Stitch 2 widths of crepe together, and 
trim so that skirt will just clear the floor. Stitch 2 more folds to- 
gether in like manner and trim. Then stitch the 2 sections end to 
end to make skirt long enough to go approximately one and one- 
half times around desk, to allow for fullness (Fig. B). 


3. Gather along one long edge and draw in gathers till skirt fits 
around desk. 

4. Fasten skirt to desk with Scotch tape. Cover tape as directed 
under individual instructions. 


1. Happy Journey to You Here is a desk that is going places! 
Substitute a toy plane or auto if you wish. 


Materials 6 folds light blue and 1 fold of red Dennison Crepe 
Paper, 2 hanks of silver ribbon, Scotch tape, paste and a toy train. 
Cover desk with light blue crepe paper as described above. 


Border Cut a strip of red crepe paper 
6” wide across the fold. Cut strip as 
shown in Fig. C, before unfolding. Un- 
fold and paste around top of desk as 
shown in illustration.

Materials 6 folds of Nile green and 1 each of pink, white, blue, 
yellow and orchid Dennison Crepe Paper, 4” white lace paper 
doilies, gold metallic paper, cardboard, white ribbon.

pastel crepe paper. Gather each in the center and paste to center 
of a lace doily. Paste doilies to desk as shown. 


Horseshoe Decoration Cut a horseshoe, 10” tall and 8” wide, from 
lightweight eardboard. Cut a No. 7 wire in half and tape one half 
to each side of the horseshoe. Wind wire ends, extending from 
bottom of horseshoe, with a 14” wide strip of pink crepe paper. Coil 
wire to form a base (Fig. D). Cover both sides of horseshoe with 
gold metallic paper. Decorate with additional doilies and circles of 
pastel crepe paper. Make a ruffle for base from a strip of pink crepe 
paper, cut 16” with the grain and 60” across. Fold to make a double 
ruffle 8” wide. Gather (Instr. 18, page 33) and fasten under horse- 
shoe with spool wire. Wire full bows of white ribbon to each side 
of horseshoe. 





3. Wedding Bells This is the answer to the most popular of 
all “‘Office Farewell’ parties! 


Materials 7 folds white and 1 fold Nile green Dennison Crepe 
Paper, 5” circle of heavy cardboard, small dowel stick 18” long, 
No. 7 wire, spool wire, paste, Scotch tape 
and 12 yds. of 1” wide white ribbon. Cover 
desk with white crepe paper as in General 
Instructions. Cut a strip of Nile green crepe 
paper 5” wide across the grain. Cut as shown 
in Fig. E before unfolding. Unfold strip and 
paste around top of desk as shown in illustra- 
tion. Fasten ribbon bows to desk at intervals. 


Bells Make three bells as follows: Cut a strip of white crepe 
paper, 18” with the grain and 12” across, for each bell. Fold in half 
to make a double 9” strip, then turn back a 14%” wide cuff along 
the folded edge. Stretch cuff out to make flared bell base. Paste 
seam in back. Gather open top, and secure 
with spool wire, leaving ends long enough to 
fasten bells to stand (Fig. F). Wind top with 
a 1” wide strip of white crepe paper.

Stand Cut No. 7 wires in thirds, fasten them to end of dowel 
stick with spool wire (Fig. G). Wind stick with a 4” wide strip 
of white crepe paper, leaving wires free at end. Spread wires, 
chicken-foot fashion, and tape them to cardboard circle. Wire bells 
to top of upright dowel stick. Gather ruffle, made from a strip of 
Nile green crepe paper (cut ruffle 16” with the grain and 60” across), 
and wire around base of the dowel stick, as shown in the illustration. 
Finish with full bows of white ribbon at top of bells and at base.

EVERY DAY IS SOMEBODY’S BIRTHDAY and every birthday 
is worthy of a celebration! Of course, you’ll want to have a cake 
— eakes on birthdays are as traditional as turkeys on Thanks- 
giving! The trick is to make your cake an outstanding one! Below 
are five ways to personalize a birthday cake. 


A Circus Birthday The direct way to any youngster’s heart! 
Shown on the table below is Gobo, the clown, with his faithful little 
dog Togo, surrounded by all the gaiety that goes into making a 
“happy birthday.’’ Gobo is a wire doll, 7” tall, made according to 
Instruction 16, page 34. He is dressed in a very full suit of yellow 
erepe paper with ruffs and buttons of red crepe paper and a tall 
yellow hat with a red pompon on the tip top! His face is painted 
in water colors. Togo is cut from a magazine ad and mounted on 
white mat stock. He is planning to jump through that 214” hoop! 
It is cut from white mat stock and has a rim of red crepe paper 
stretched around the edge. HAPPY BIRTHDAY is spelled out in 
alphabet noodles. Both Togo and his master are mounted on 
toothpicks, so that they may be easily removed without damaging 
the cake. 


Carousel Here’s a gay idea that will add a carnival touch to any 
birthday celebration. 


To Make the Base Cut one 4” and two 3” circles anda 114" x 10” 
strip from red mat stock. Tape the strip around one of the 3” 
circles with small strips of paper sealing tape. Overlap and paste 
seam to make strip fit circle. Paste second 3” circle over first, 
covering tapes. Gather a 1” wide strip of yellow crepe paper through 
the center and paste around top of base. Cut 3 tiny horses (about 
234” long) from gray mat stock and paint in details. Cut 6 lengths 
of No. 10 wire 6” long and wind each one with a !»” wide strip of 
red crepe paper and 3 with a 14” wide strip of blue crepe paper. 


HEPPY 
BIRTHDAY 


Make 6 holes an equal distance apart around the outer edge of the 
base and slip wires through, alternating colors. Tape them to the 
underside of the base. Paste a horse to each red wire. Bend top 
of wires at a 36° angle. 


Roof Slit the 4” circle in to center and overlap it 2” at the outer 
edge for seam. Scallop one edge of a 34” wide strip of yellow crepe 
paper and paste it around the outer edge of the roof. Tape wires 
to roof top. Cut a 4” long banner of blue crepe paper and print 
HAPPY BIRTHDAY on it with alphabet noodles. Paste it to a 114” 
long wire. Run wire through center of roof and tape in place. 
A Special Message A very gallant way to say “Happy Birth- 
day”’! The little pages are wire dolls, 5” tall (Instr. 16, page 34). 
They are dressed in light blue trousers and shirts, white vests and 
hose, National blue capes and berets with amber feathers and 
black shoes, all of crepe paper. Their shirt fronts and cuffs are of 
the very finest (paper) lace. The banner is 1” wide x 4” long strip 
of light blue crepe paper lettered in alphabet noodles, painted 
yellow. It is mounted on 3” lengths of lightweight wire, wound with 
dark blue crepe paper. Both little fellows are fastened to toothpicks 
to keep their feet just above the icing.

Monogram Fold Fold the napkin in thirds 
(Fig. A), then fold one half D back diagonally 
from center (Fig. B). Fold the small corners 
D and E until they meet (Fig. C), then fold 
the point F to G (Fig. D). Fold the square 
behind diamond, see illustration. Napkins 
folded in this way are particularly good if an 
emblem is to be used. Gummed seals or 
emblems may be pasted in the small square.

WHEN THE FROST IS IN THE AIR and the sleighbells are 
tinkling, there’s a thrill to getting all dressed up in your “‘buttons 
and bows” and joining the music and dancing in the world of “‘long 
silk hose and peek-a-boo clothes.”’ Perhaps there’s a ‘‘Prom”’ in the 
offing, or it may be the night for the Coronation of the Queen of the 
Winter Carnival, or again it may be just a wonderful time for young 
people to get together and spend an evening under the spell of 
shimmering icicles and sparkling snowflakes. Whatever the event, 
let’s make it a wonderful night, one to remember always as one 
of the lovely things that only happen once in a while! 

Of course, everyone will want to come formal! The illustration of 

the interior of the hall will show you why—black and white 
scarcely does this Winter Wonderland justice, but the following 
paragraphs will help to give you the picture. 
Stage Your orchestra plays such an important part in the 
evening’s entertainment that it deserves a very special place in the 
hall. If the hall boasts a stage, that will be the logical place. If not, 
decorate one wall just as we have done the stage and the effect 
will be the same. Let’s pretend the orchestra is playing in front of 
a beautiful “‘picture window,”’ inside a glistening crystal palace— 
get the idea? This is the way to do it: Cover the background with 
light blue *crepe paper (Instr. 4, page 32). Make windowpanes by 
stretching white *streamers, in tubes (Instr. 2, page 32), across the 
background. Stick fluffy bits of cotton ‘‘hit-or-miss”’ fashion on the 
‘‘windowpanes’”’ for the snowflakes. 

Drapes, suitable for such a mansion, are made from bright red 
*crepe paper (Instr. 8, page 33), giving a true crystal effect. If you 
wish a sparkle, try touching the crepe here and there with glue, 
then sprinkle it liberally with salt! 


Windows and Doors Continue the same lush appearance used 
on the stage with heavy red *crepe paper drapes tied back to reveal 
tiny snowflakes which you will stick directly on the glass. 


Wall Panels Transform those blank wall spaces with fairylike 
scenes of swirling, whirling snowflake ballerinas, poised or pirouet- 
ting across a background of the same light blue *crepe paper used 
for the background of the stage. First cover the wall space with 
blue *crepe paper (Instr. 4, page 32) or, if this method is taboo in 
your hall, make large panels of light blue stock and fasten your 
dancing figures to it. These may be Scotch taped in place on the 
wall at the last minute. Large lace paper doilies make the skirts 
for the ballerinas. The bodies are cut from light pink mat stock or 
white stock covered with light pink *crepe paper (Instr. 1, page 32). 
The doily clad ballerinas are posed in position on the blue back- 
ground with smaller doilies pasted here and there, like patterned 
flakes of falling snow. Frost the top of the scene with a row of 
icicles cut from white *crepe paper (Instr. 6A, page 32). Additional 
doilies in various shapes and sizes may be scattered sparsely (too 
many will spoil the effect) around doors and used to fill in any 
remaining bare spots. 

Sky Close in this Wintry World with strips of icicles, suspended 
from strings or invisible wires overhead. Cut icicles from white 
*crepe paper (Instr. 6A, page 32) and paste or pin them over the 
strings that have been strung according to Instruction 5, page 32. 
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Fountain Saving the best for the last—let’s continue with a 
frozen fountain, Illustration 1, for the center of the hall. Borrow 
a bird bath from one of your committee member’s gardens, to 
use as a foundation. If not advisable to use paste on your borrowed 
prop, cover it first with a soft material that will not spoil its 
natural contours. Cover this foundation completely with finely 
crushed white *crepe paper (Instr. 1A, page 32). Allow the crushed 
*crepe paper to cover a small area of the floor around the base of 
the ‘‘fountain.’’ Line the inside of the “fountain”? with crushed 
light blue *crepe paper. If an electric outlet is available, string a 
row of wired Christmas lights around the inside of the ‘‘fountain.”’ 
Cut 10 to 25 20” squares of clear cellophane and gather them in the 
center (Fig. A). Cut a 1” wide strip of white *crepe paper across the 
grain and wind these squares to a tube (Fig. B). Fasten this 
“frozen spray’ to the inside of the fountain with glue and make it 
firm by packing crushed blue *crepe paper around the base until 
it is steady.

Make miniature replicas of the “ballerinas’’? you used for the 
walls and mount them on 7” lengths of fine wire wound with white 
*crepe paper. Tuck the wires down into the “spray” and fasten 
them in place with Scotch tape. 


Entertainment So much for atmosphere—now for the fun! 
Select a King and Queen either by a panel of judges or an elimina- 
tion dance. The Coronation Ceremony will add pomp to the eve- 
ning! The ceremony will be much moreimpressive if your committee 
whips up the following props ahead of time!

Throne (Ill. 2) Placed in front of the stage for the coronation — 
two chairs, tall or winged back, draped with white sheets. Paste or 
sew a “Coat of Arms’”’ (Ill. 3), cut from gold paper, to the inside 
back of each chair. 








































Crown (Ill. 4) Cut from gold 
mat stock. Cotton snowflakes 
embroidered with crystal beads 
for jewels.

Scepter (Ill. 5) Small dowel 
stick, wound with silver ribbon.

Slash them to within 1” of the 
top. Stretch the slashed strips 
and crumple them up. Gather 
them together at the top and tie 
them with spool wire, leaving the 
ends long. Wind over tying and 
wire ends with a 1” wide strip of 
black *crepe. Attach to top of hat.

Cotillion Favors See Instruction 14, page 33. 

Having selected the Royal Pair, the Master of Ceremonies will 
don his Plumed Hat, distribute swords to the gentlemen, Cotillion 
Favors to the ladies. Now he is ready to announce the procedure 
for the Grand March. Gentlemen will form a double aisle, facing 
each other, through the center of the hall, from entrance to stage. 
Ladies form in a double line behind the gentlemen. When the 
music starts the men will cross swords so that the Royal Pair 
may march majestically through this archway to the stage, where 
they will be crowned by the Master of Ceremonies. The orchestra 
will accompany all this with appropriate music, working up to a 
grand climax when the King and Queen are crowned. As soon as 
the crowns have been duly placed on the brows of the Royal Pair, 
the ladies will march, in pairs, through the archway, carrying their 
bouquets. They bow low to their Majesties, then take the proffered 
arm of the first man in line, ladies on the left turning left, on the 
right turning right, and continue to march until the entire line has 
broken up. Then the orchestra will change to dance music and 
couples will swing into dancing. 


* DENNISON FLAMEPROOF CREPE PAPER and STREAMERS are 
recommended for use in all public buildings. 
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HERE’S A BRAND NEW PARTY, built around an age-old 
theme, that’s superb for spring or the fall of the year, while there 
is a chill in the air and spirits are light and gay. 


Since Gypsy Camps and “the open road”? are synonymous, 


this hall is decked with fresh green boughs, till it looks and smells 
like a section of the forest. 


Stage Illustration 1 shows a romantic setting for the orchestra. 
Against a background of lakes and wooded hills stands a wagon of 
the gypsy caravan. The background is made like a stage backdrop. 
Against the night sky, green hills, forests, dark blue water and the 
brown lake shore are all made from crushed *crepe paper and 
appliqued in place (Instr. 1A, page 32). A silhouette of the wagon is 
cut from wallboard or corrugated stock and covered with yellow 
*crepe paper. ‘The doors, wheels, etc., are painted on with poster 
paint or drawn in with pastel crayons. The wagon is placed about 
a foot from the backdrop, to give it third dimension. For a realistic 
touch, a clothesline, hung from the wagon to a tree in the fore- 
ground, flaunts a genuine wash. The front of the stage is banked 
with real evergreen branches and small trees. More branches are 
tacked or taped above the stage, overhanging the opening slightly, 
to give the appearance of actual branches. Slightly taller trees 
flank the stage on both sides. Red *crepe paper, cut in points 
(Instr. 6, page 32) to simulate flames, is stretched across the foot- 
lights. Colored bulbs, if convenient, make fine flame coloring. 
More evergreen boughs are placed in front of the lights, so that 
from the dance floor the orchestra appears to be playing behind 
the campfire. A few real trees between footlights and background 
on both sides of the stage will unite the various decorations for 
a complete picture. 


Doorway Illustration 2 is actually the entrance to the hall 
masquerading as a teepee. A monster triangle of wrapping paper, 
large enough to reach from above the door to the floor is covered 
with brown *crepe paper (Instr. 1, page 32). It is fastened in place 
with flaps turned back. The letters CRYSTAL GAZING are painted on 
a large silver balloon that hangs over the opening. A large hand 
cut from black mat stock is embellished with life lines drawn in 
white poster paint. This is stuck on one side of the tent and 4 aces 
from a deck of cards are mounted on the opposite side.

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Wall Panels In Illustration 3, we have a dash of color. If the 
walls are already a good neutral color, the musical symbols, notes, 
etc., may be mounted on them directly. If not, the entire set is 
fastened onto a background of colored stock and held to the wall 
with tacks or Scotch tape. The fiddle is brown, the notes black 
and tambourine white with a red and silver edge. Red, yellow and 
green *streamers are stretched diagonally across the center, allow- 
ing the ends to hang gracefully from the upper corner. Streamer 
ends and tacks are covered with a cluster of three bright balloons.

Windows Illustration 4 shows how each window is draped with 
*streamers of the same gay colors, caught across the top with 
more balloons. 


Ceiling To complete the gypsy 
atmosphere, the entire ceiling is 
made gay with fluttering banners 
of red, green and yellow *stream- 
ers. A black string or fine wire 
is crossed to form an X in the 
center of the hall, as shown in 
Fig. A (Instr. 5, page 32). 
Streamer lengths are cut long 
enough to flutter when folded 
double, but not long enough to 
interfere with the dancers, even 
the tallest ones! These are 
pinned over the wires as shown 
in Fig. B. 

Wheel of Fortune If yours is the sort of crowd that enjoys 
having a “‘Conversation Piece’’ in the center of the hall, here’s one 
that will really start tongues wagging! Everyone is interested in 
the future, especially their own. The Wheel of Fortune (Ill. 5) 
will bring everyone up to date on what lies ahead. With the help 
of some of the boys on the committee, or a carpenter, have two 
wooden triangles built, about 2’ high and paint them gold. A disk, 
5’ in diameter, is cut from wallboard and designed on both sides 
as follows: 

Design for Wheel of Fortune, Illustration 5. Paint wheel white 
on both sides. From black *crepe paper backed with wrapping 
paper (Instr. 1, page 32) cut all the signs of the zodiac. (A 10c 
book on astrology will contain patterns.) Divide the wheel into 12 
sections and mark off each section with strips of gold passe partout 





binding. Draw a 3’ diameter circle in the center of the 5’ circle, 
and paint over the line with a 1” wide band of gold. In the outer 
sections, the signs of the zodiac are pasted in chronological order. 
In the inside sections, beneath the gold lines, are printed the names 
of the signs and the dates. Beneath this is a short verse pertaining 
to each fortune. You may use the ones suggested below or make 
up a few of your own. 


CAPRICORN — December 21 to January 20 

Though a stubborn person you may be, 

You'll rise to great heights, wait and see. 

As a secretary or social worker, you'll do best, 

A born leader by every test. 
AQUARIUS — January 20 to February 19

Here’s to the Future A gypsy party would not be complete 
without several fortune tellers stationed around the hall in strategic 
places. It will be more fun if each one uses a different method of 
foretelling the future. For example, one may use cards, another a 
crystal ball, a third could read palms and a fourth might read tea 
leaves. 





Entertainment You won’t need to worry about entertainment at 
this kind of party, for dancing will fill the evening adequately. 
However, even the very best of parties are subject to wallflowers, 
unless a few good mixers are introduced to keep the party going at 
full tilt the entire evening. Here are some hints to help your evening 
run clockwork smooth. 

You will need a master of ceremonies to keep things moving. 
Have him dress as a gypsy, one who plays a mean accordion and 
travels in partnership with (of all things) a dancing bear (the two- 
legged variety). As he wanders through the crowd playing an air 
on his accordion, he will be able to start off many a relay, game or 
dance with a finesse that will make gypsies of even the shyest 
wallflowers! 

The following will add spice to your party: 


A Pair of Silver Earrings Count out a pair of “earrings” for 
each couple attending. These can be colored metal rimmed tags, 
complete with strings to hang over the ear, lettered or numbered in 
pairs. Divide pairs into separate boxes. Pass one box to the girls, the 
other containing corresponding earrings to the boys. Each, upon re- 
ceiving his or her earring, should put it onand go in search of its mate. 


Halli of Fame LEach person 
draws a card with the name of a 
celebrity on one side, the name of 
the celebrity’s mate on the other. 
Match cards for dance partners. 


I’ll String Along with You 
Hide many short lengths of string 
throughout the hall. Choose part- 
ners to go “hunting” with. 
Couples tie strings together as 
they find them. Couple having 
the longest string at the end of a 
given period will have the longest 
life of happiness—together. 


Rumors are Flying | Divide 
gathering into several teams. 
Have the leader whisper a bit of 
gossip to the first on his team, 
who in turn whispers what he 
hears to next in line. When 
rumor reaches end of line, it 
may be announced by last player. 
Leader then repeats original sen- 
tence. Well, that’s gossip for you!

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It’s All in the Mind Set the stage if you want to be really 
dramatic about this. A garden globe, one of those big silver ones, in 
a bird bath containing dry ice and water will shroud you in a vapor 
of mystery! Have any number of guests write their thoughts on 
paper, fold the papers several times so they cannot possibly be read 
and turn them over to anyone whom they select, to deliver them to 
you. You must remain in plain sight so they will see that you have 
no opportunity to read the messages. You draw a message from the 
bottom of the pile, press it to your forehead, concentrate and slowly 
speak the words written thereon! Yes, there is a trick to it—you have 
a friend in the audience who writes no verse, but memorizes one 
that you previously agree to “‘read”’ first. So, when the messages 
come in, you place that message (already in the palm of your hand) 
on the bottom of the pile. After repeating this message, you open 
the message you pretended to read, read it silently, as you confirm 
aloud the message you repeated to your audience. (Takes a bit of 
concentration.) For your second message, you will repeat the one 
you first opened, and those thereafter will come from the pile, 
giving you credit for being a very clever “‘seer.”’ 

Don’t forget that, next to dancing, all true gypsies love to sing! 
Have the orchestra play all the old favorites—no doubt you will 
recollect many of the beloved gypsy songs—for group singing 
throughout the evening. Your Master of Ceremonies will wander 
through the crowd with his accordion, just to keep everyone 
singing! 


* DENNISON FLAMEPROOF CREPE PAPER and STREAMERS are 
recommended for use in all public buildings. 
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HERE’S TO THE FOOTBALL SEASON and its round of hilarious 
parties! This colorful trim will bring cheers to the victors and van- 
quished alike. For the college crowd, the high school crowd or an 
alumnae get-together there’s nothing like a football party to end 
up a thrilling day at the game. It may be a banquet for the team 
or a dance for your own crowd; you’re bound to find some helpful 
hints right here on this page! 


Banners Since banners go with football games as butter goes 
with bread, let’s deck the hall with college pennants and add a 
dash of yellow chrysanthemums for the feminine touch. Cut hun- 
dreds of bright pennants from flameproof crepe paper, in college 
colors, making them 20” with the grain and 9” across at the widest 
point. Paste them to 18” lengths of small dowel sticks or 34” wide 
strips of black mat stock. Cut the letters from *crepe paper, in 
appropriate colors, backed with sheets of typewriter paper (Instr. 1 
on page 32). Paste letters in place. The banners may be tacked in 
place or fastened with Scotch tape, if tacking is prohibited. 


Floor Symbolize the field by yard lines drawn on the floor with 
chalk and goal posts made of flameproof crepe paper tubing, 
tacked against the wall at both ends of the hall. Make the goal posts 
according to instructions for tubing on page 32. Illustration 1 shows 
how they are placed. 


Chrysanthemums Flowers featured on the wall spaces and in 
the garlands are made from 5” wide strips of yellow flameproof 
crepe paper, cut across the grain. While still folded, make 3!” slits 
every 14” along one edge of strip. Round off the edges of these 
strips with scissors (Fig. A) to make petals. Unfold strip of petals 
and curl them over the scissor blade (Fig. B). Gather entire strip in 
hand, with all the petals turning in. Tie at base with spool wire 
(Fig. C). Combine these with large bows made from 5” wide strips 
of green flameproof crepe and tape or tack them to the walls.

Garlands The one shown beside the stage in Illustration 1 is 
made by stringing chrysanthemums, footballs and helmets to- 
gether with wire and adorning them with more bows of green flame- 
proof crepe paper. If your crowd cannot supply real footballs and 
helmets, you can make them of brown *crepe paper, stuffed with 
tissue. 


Stage Stage is set for the orchestra with one oversized banner 
dedicated to your own school. Of course you’ll use school colors, 
with the name across the top. Print your favorite school cheer 
underneath as an inspiration. Have your orchestra dress as the 
school band, as they may very well be! : 


Dance Program Pictured (Ill. 2) isa very simple one. Cut 2 wee 
footballs (about 314” long) from brown mat stock for the covers. 
Between them place several smaller footballs, cut from white paper, 
to record the dances on. Lace them all together with a 14” wide strip 
of brown *crepe paper, twisted, just like a real football! 
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Football Hero This favor will make a splendid souvenir for 
favors you must have for a supper party! To make them, you'll 
need crepe paper in school colors, pink and brown *crepe paper, 
paste, spool wire and a pencil for each favor. 

To make the Head — Cut a 134” wide strip of 
pink *crepe paper across the fold. Make a tissue 


ball, 1” deep and 34” across. Stretch the crepe Fig. D 


around it twice. Cut off and paste seam (Fig. D). 
Push pencil inside ‘“‘head”’ and tie crepe at top 
and bottom with spool wire. Trim off surplus 
crepe at top of head. Helmet — Cut a 114” wide 
strip of brown *crepe paper across the fold. Cut 
off a length that will just go around head and 
paste up the back. Cut out space for face. Paste 
a 34” circle of brown *crepe paper over top of 
head. Paint in air holes and ear shields. Paint 
features on face. Body — Wind pencil directly 
under chin several times with a 134” wide strip 
of crepe paper (in a school color). Arms — Make 
a 2-strand braid of crepe paper in the same color 
as the body with a 134” wide, 18” long strip, 
folded as a bias binding (both edges to center, 
then in half). Follow Instruction 3, for 2-strand 
braiding on page 32. Legs — Use a brown *crepe 
paper braid, made the same as the arms, from a 
134” wide, 20” long strip. Flatten both braids in 
the center and paste to body as shown in the 
illustration. 

Of course, you’ll want to have a lot of extra special dances to 
intersperse the regular dances and weed out the wallflowers! Have 
your MC dress like the Cheer Leader, and let him announce the 
“‘specials.”’ 

Here are a few to start you off! 


Penalty Dance Music stops suddenly in the midst of a dance, 
and it is announced that every couple then standing on the 50-yard 
line must be seated. The remaining couples continue dancing until 
the music stops again. This time it is a different yard line that elim- 
inates the couples. Change the line each time and watch the 
scramble to avoid those lines! 


Spotlight Dance Put out the hall lights for this one and flash 
a spotlight into the crowd. This is a signal for dancers to remain 
frozen to the spot until all in the path of the spot have been seated. 
Dancing continues when the lights go back on. The last couple 
standing receives the prize—a chrysanthemum corsage or an auto- 
graphed football for the lady! 


Teamwork Make small banners with the names of various 
colleges printed on them. One is to be pinned on each guest as he 
or she enters the hall. Two sets of banners are made, one for the 
girls and one for the boys. During the dance the boy looks for the 
girl with a banner corresponding to his own and makes her his 
partner for the dance.

The “‘grass’’ in which he is hunting is cut from 10” 
wide strips of green *crepe paper, slashed into long points (Instr. 6, 
pege 32) and pasted in place. Pussy willows bloom along the walls, 
#s shown in the illustration. 

Windows Camouflage with slightly over-sized birdhouses, cut 
from yellow mat stock to exactly fit over the window. Decorate 
them, if you wish, with an edging of some contrasting color and 
bang a “for rent” sign under the open door. A large natural branch, 
festened over the birdhouse, will give the idea that the house is 
g@etually hanging from a tree. 

* DENNISON FLAMEPROOF CREPE PAPER and STREAMERS 

are recommended for use in all public buildings.

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Doorways Flank with pussy willows, with a sure ‘nuff bird’s 
nest (made from twisted yellow *crepe paper strands) containing 
two ravenous baby birds peering over the sides of their ‘‘tree top”’ 
haven, swingirig from another natural branch. The Birds may be 
cut from brown mat stock or made from 6” lengths of wire padded 
with tissue and bound with brown *crepe paper (you’ll need to make 
only the heads). Cut their bills from yellow mat stock and paste 
them in place. 


Park The center of the hall is a miniature park. A real tree is 
“planted” in the center of the hall. A pail of wet sand will hold an 
average small tree upright. Cover the base of the tree and a small 
area of the floor with brown crushed *crepe paper (Instr. 1A, page 
32). Perch another bird’s nest high in the tree top. Pussy willow 
and crocus bloom lavishly around the roots. 





Dance Program The romance of spring suggests the novel 
dance program shown in Illustration 2. Cut gay colored hearts from 
mat stock and link them together with a crocheted chain stitch, to 
make a dainty bracelet (ladies only). The gentlemen may initial a 
heart for each dance they wish to claim. These will make super 
additions to those “‘souvenir”’ books! 


Refreshments Fill in the evening with dancing and cap it with 
this ingenious way of serving refreshments. Everyone loves a picnic 
in the spring, but who would expect to wind up a spring prom with 
one? That’s just one more thing that will make your prom out- 
standing. If you have a second room in which to serve refreshments, 
label it ‘‘Central Park’”’ and go to town on the decorations! Carry 
out the same general theme that you used in the hall, but add as 
many borrowed picnic tables (with or without umbrellas) as you 
can scrape together. Arrange the food on a long refreshment table 
‘‘pienie style.’”’ Sandwiches, pickles and olives, cup cakes and 
lemonade will be the order of the day. Provide each boy with a 
basket in which to collect the “‘lunch”’ for himself and his gal. This 
will be loads of fun and a grand opportunity for a real ‘“‘social’’ 
windup to a splendid party. 
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THIS IS A PICNIC NAMED in honor of the annual Chinese 
Picnic Day of the same name. The theme for this party was 
contributed by the United Presbyterian Recreation Commission, 
Youngstown, Ohio. 

Here is a picnic that may be held either inside or out of doors, 
making it good fun for any occasion all year ’round. Just for fun, 
have the guests come in costume (slacks and smocks or long- 
tailed sport shirts will give the desired effect). Chrysanthemums 
in the girls’ hair will add a ‘“‘touch.”’ Lots of Chinese lanterns, 
with or without Christmas tree lights, will add to the atmosphere. 
(Instructions for making these on page 2.) 


It’s an Old Chinese Custom It is considered a mark of 
courtesy by the Chinese to ask very personal questions of their 
friends, using terms of high praise for the friends and the most 
slighting remarks in regard to their own person. As each guest 
enters, he should be given a small paper bag containing 15 peanuts. 
Throughout the evening guests should interrogate each other 
with questions phrased like the following — “This lowly person 
wishes to discover the number of years your most exalted person 
has acquired,” or “‘How many dollars of American money did 
your most honorable self give for your dress that might have 
been woven from the strings of a golden harp?”’ The answers must 
be phrased in the same manner. If the person addressed fails to 
answer, he must give up a peanut. If either questioner or questioned 
smiles during this exchange of pleasantries, he must forfeit two 
peanuts. 


Refreshments Since this is a picnic, our first thought goes 
to food! Your Chinese table on this DAY OF ASCENDING ON HIGH 
will wear a spectacular cover of American Beauty crepe paper, 
made by stitching several widths of paper together to make the 
proper size for your table. Across the back of the table, run a 
strip of gold metallic paper for the coolie to pull his jinrikisha 
over. 


Jinrikisha Centerpiece — Materials Nile green, American 
Beauty, black and light blue Dennison Crepe. Paper; Primrose- 
yellow, white-pink and Chinese pink Duplex crepe paper; No. 15 
and No. 7 spool wire, 2 wire shanks, black mat stock, paste, gold 
metallic paper, a 1614” x 81%” section of heavy cardboard and 
water colors. Dolls — Make 2 wire dolls 814” tall, following In- 
struction 16, page 34. Cover head with the lighter side of the 
yellow Duplex. Paint or applique features in place as shown in 
the illustration. For styling dolls’ costumes, follow Illustration 2. 


Boy: hat — yellow; hair — black; coat — American Beauty with 
black trim; trousers — light blue; hose — white; shoes — black. 
Girl: headpiece — gold metallic paper; flowers around head — 
assorted pastel shades; hair — black; tassels from headpiece — 
black; coat — white, trimmed with light blue and designed in 
Chinese pink Duplex; trousers — white, bound with blue and 
designed with pink; hose — white; shoes — pink. 
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Jinrikisha From shiny black mat stock, cut 2 sides, using 
scale pattern (Fig. A) as your guide. Cut a strip of black mat 
stock 3” x 8”. Tape a side to each long edge of this strip (Fig. B). 
Wind two 8” lengths of No. 15 wire with a 14” wide strip of Amer- 
ican Beauty crepe paper, shape to form shafts and tape ends 
inside front of jinrikisha. Line with crushed American Beauty 
crepe paper (Fig. C). Wheels — Shape No. 15 wires to form 
514” wheels. Wind four 6” lengths of No. 7 wires with a 14” wide 
strip of American Beauty crepe paper for each wheel. Tie 4 
wires together in the center for spokes. Bend each spoke over 
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Fig. G 


slightly at both ends and fasten to wheel with spool wire (Fig. 
D). Wind outside of wheel with American Beauty crepe paper, 
and cover hub of wheel with twisted crepe paper. 

Frame — Wind a 1234” length of No. 7 wire, then shape as shown 
in Fig. E and wind together with strip of crepe paper, fastening 
double side as one. Wire wheels to this section at points marked X 
in Fig. E and wire wheels to body at points marked Y in Fig. F. 
Tape body to wire section as designated by dotted lines in Fig. F. 
Cut three 9” long x 14” wide strips of black mat stock. Cut a strip 
of black crepe paper 214” wide x 7” long. Paste mat stock strips to 
crepe strip as shown in Fig. G. Crease as marked in Fig. G. Bring 3 
mat stock strips together at ends and fasten them in place to 
jinrikisha with metal shanks. Base — Cover heavy cardboard strip 
with crushed Nile green crepe paper. Paste a double 2” wide fringe 
of Nile green crepe paper (Instr. 6C, page 32) around under edge. 
Assemble figures as shown in Illustration 2 and wire them to base. 
Souvenir Menu A practical souvenir favor that’s a cinch to 
turn out by the dozen! 


Materials Yellow and white Duplex crepe paper, petunia and 
forget-me-not seals, blue mat stock, paste and India ink. Coolie 
hats for the men— Cut 7” circles from yellow Duplex. Paint 
“Chinese characters’”’ (we can’t read them either) around 34 of the 
outer edge with India ink. Print menu (given below) across the 
front. Cut in to center and overlap one-half, then paste a seam 
to make cone shape. Fans for the ladies — Cut 4” circles of white 
Duplex, design as shown in Illustration 1 with bits of forget-me-not 
and petunia seals. Print menu on fan with India ink. Paste a 
graceful handle cut from blue mat stock to back of fan. 


Menu *GAR LU GAI CHOP SUEY, CHINESE BREAD, SHREDDED 
CABBAGE, SWEET CAKES and CHINESE TEA. 

*Gar Lu GAI CHop Sury — Here’s a genuine Chinese dish that 
will call for encores. Ingredients: 11% lbs. bean sprouts, 1% lb. 
thinly sliced bamboo shoots, 4 ozs. thinly slivered onions, 2 
ozs. mushrooms, 6 thinly sliced tomatoes, 1 lb. thinly sliced chicken, 
salt, corn flour water, 2 eggs, sesame oil, Chinese sauce. This will 
serve 12. 

Soak mushrooms in hot water for 15 minutes, remove the stalks 
and cut into thin slices. Sprinkle a little salt in a hot oiled pan, 
put in chicken meat and cook 1 minute. Add bamboo shoots, 
bean sprouts, onions and mushrooms and cook for another 
minute. Add tomatoes, cook for 1 more minute, sprinkle with a 
little corn flour water and a few drops of sesame oil and cook for 
a minute. Put on a hot dish and place over it an egg, previously 
well beaten and cooked in a hot oiled pan for one minute. Serve 
with Chinese sauce. 

Entertainment: Foxes and Cabbages The players are divided 
into three groups, the Gardeners, the Cabbages and the Foxes. 
The Gardeners plant the Cabbages in rows and hide for five or ten 
minutes. During this time, the Foxes come upon the scene, each 
Fox with a pole over his shoulder. Each Fox seizes a Cabbage, 
who must clasp his hands over the Fox’s pole and walk along with 
him. The Foxes and Cabbages hurry out of sight and, when the 
time is up, are pursued by the Gardeners. The Foxes hide the 





Cabbages securely away. When a Gardener discovers a hidden Fox 
and Cabbage, the Fox and Cabbage will run back toward the goal, 
the Cabbage still being attached to the Fox’s pole. If the Gardener 
recovers the Cabbage before the Fox and Cabbage reach the goal, 
the Fox must pay a forfeit to the Gardener; otherwise the Gardener 
must pay a forfeit to the Fox. These forfeits might be redeemed by 
stunts later in the evening. 


Chinese Relay Divide the group into two lines, or leave them in 
threes, for a couple of relays. In Chinese Relay roll up about 
two dozen newspapers and lay them in two straight rows. The 
rows should be about eight feet apart and the newspapers should 
be laid at intervals of about two feet. Contestants must hop back- 
wards over the papers to the goal and return. When the first con- 
testant on each side returns, he touches off the next one. The 
side which finishes first wins the relay. 


Ankle Race In Ankle Race teams line up facing a goal ten feet 
away. With right hand holding left ankle, the first player runs to 
the goal and back, to touch the next player in the line, who repeats 
the performance. The first team to have its last player return to 
the starting line wins. 


Hat Duel Hat Duel might be a way to work off forfeits. Give 
two players sacks to wear as hats; also a newspaper rolled up as a 
club. Each player is blindfolded and attempts with his newspaper 
club to knock off the hat of his opponent. One duelist calls ‘‘Here”’ 
and the other must answer “There.’’ The person wins who first 
knocks off his opponent’s hat. After the hat is once put on, it 
must not be touched with hands. 


Goat When all are ready to rest, have them seated in a circle 
to play Goat. One player starts a word by giving the first letter. 
Each player adds a letter, always having a word in mind. The 
player finishing a word has to imitate a goat (maa-aa-a). Players 
have a right to challenge the player who precedes them, if they 
doubt that the player has a word in mind. If he has a legitimate 
word, the challenging player becomes a goat. If he hasn’t, the 
challenged player is a goat. When a player once becomes a goat, 
he must “‘maa-aa-a’’ each time his turn comes, instead of offering 
a letter. The winner is the last one to become a goat. 


Chinese Riddles These riddles provide a little thought and are 

different. 

1. What is the fire that has no smoke and the water that has no 
fish? Answer, Lightning — Rain. 

2. What are the eyes of heaven, the bones of water and the 
looking-glass of the sky? Answer, Stars, Ice, Lake. 

3. What is it that has a gaping mouth and marches on like an 
invading army, devouring at every step? Answer, Scissors. 

4. A little house all fallen in, yet it holds five guests. What is it? 
Answer, a Shoe. 

5. It takes away the courage of a demon; it sounds like thunder; 
it frightens men so that they drop their chopsticks; when one 
turns one’s head around to look at it, it is turned to smoke. 
What is it? Answer, a Firecracker.

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1. To Back Crepe Paper with Wrapping Paper Cut a strip 
of *crepe paper large enough to cover the desired area, and stretch 
fully. Select a piece of wrapping or writing paper large enough to 
cut the desired pattern or patterns from. Cover this paper smoothly 
with white paste (if the piece is large, work on a small area at a 
time) and laminate the crepe paper to the pasted surface, working 
it smoothly in place with the finger tips. 

1A. If a Rough Surface Is Desired Allow slightly more crepe 
paper than for a plain surface, stretch, then crush with hands before 
applying to pasted surface.

2. To Make Tubing For narrow tubing use Dennison Flame- 
proof Streamers. If a wider tube is desired, cut strips of crepe paper 
across the grain, approximately three times as wide as you wish 
the finished tube to be. Fold down the top end about 1”, three or 
four times. Then fold the top into thirds. Next tack the top end of 
the tube into position, dull side of the crepe out. 


2A. Cut strip about 24 the length needed for the finished tube, 
fold as before. Stretch and staple or tack.

3. To Make a Two-Strand Braid Cut a strip of *crepe paper 
across the fold 4 times the width you wish the finished braid to be. 
Fold strip as for a bias binding (both edges in to center, then 
through center). Tack strip in the center to something firm to hold 
it a ae while braiding. Proceed to braid, following Figs. 3A, 3B 
an :

4. To Paint with Crepe (or Cover a Wall Space with Crepe). 
Tack full folds of *crepe paper across top of area to be covered in the 
following manner: Working from left to right, fold one long édge 
under 2” (dull side out). Turn top edge over twice and tack in 
place along top of area to be covered. 


4A., Overlap each successive strip 2” and tack folded edge in place 
over unfolded straight edge of first strip. 

4B. When strips have all been tacked in place, return to first strip. 
Cut it off, allowing 24 the length of the space it is to cover. Turn 
this edge over twice, stretch to desired length and tack in place. 
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5. How to Put up a Ceiling Trim You don’t need to climb 
ladders, or struggle with a complicated network of streamers, to 
put up modern ceiling trims. A few screw eyes, strategically placed, 
and some invisible wire or strong black thread will do the trick. For 
the very simplest type of ‘‘solid ceiling,” put a single screw eye in 
each of the four corners of the room, at the height you want the 
streamers to be. With a long piece of wire or string, start from the 
floor in one corner of the room, run twine through the first screw 
eye, back to the floor, across the floor to the other side of the room, 
up through the second screw eye and back to the floor. Repeat the

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process on the opposite side of the room. Now stretch streamers 
fully and pin the ends over the wires, allowing about 6” between 
streamers. When all are in place, have four people working together, 
one at each end of each string, raise the streamer “‘ceiling”’ to the 
screw eyes. Secure the string ends to the screw eyes. This pattern 
may be varied by changing the arrangement of the wires. For 
example, you might have four wires, one on each side of the room, 
all going in to a fixed spot in the center of the room, or a series of 
vertical wires, arranged several feet apart, giving a series of loops 
across the room. For a spiraled effect, twist each streamer before 
pinning the second end.

6. How to Cut Various Edges and Borders To cut grass: Cut 
strips of *crepe paper, across the fold, the desired depth. Unfold 
strip and refold several times for convenience in cutting. Pin across 
one end, then cut opposite edge into irregular points, as shown. 
6A. Icicles: Made in the same manner, cutting jagged pointed 
strips, as shown. . 

6B. Scallops: Cut and fold strips of *crepe paper for cutting, as 
in 6. Mark off even sections and round off edges with scissors. 
6C. Fine Fringe: Cut and fold strips of *crepe paper, as in 6. 
Slash to a fine fringe along one edge. 

6D. Deep Fringe: For decorating booths, desks, etc., fringe is 
cut across the grain, rather than with it. Unfold crepe first, fold to 
desired length, allowing a double thickness for each strip. Fold 
length up several times, to within 2” of top, for convenience in 
cutting, then slash every 14” to within 2” of top.

7. How to Make an Awning To make an awning, up to 20” 
wide, remove *crepe paper from fold. Without unfolding, cut a 
single scallop across one end. 


7A. Follow the same procedure with a second fold of *crepe paper 
in a contrasting color, but go one step further this time and slit the 
folded edges the entire length, to cut each scallop into a separate 
piece. Now paste a contrasting scallop to every other scallop on the

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first fold. Wider scallops and deeper awnings may be made, following 
the same principle used in General Instruction No. 4, alternating 
contrasting colors and scalloping one end below tacking point.

8. How to Drape Crepe This makes a most attractive trim for 
windows and wall panels. Tack crepe in pleats or shirr, as preferred, 
on one side of area to be draped. Now stretch *crepe paper across 
area and tack to opposite side, spreading crepe as in 8A or drawing 
it in as in 8B. Ends may be cut off short and covered with a decora- 
tion, such as balloons, flowers, ete., or left long in loose folds.

9. How to Make a Crepe Paper Rope Cut *crepe paper across 
the fold in the following widths for the size of rope desired—5” 
wide for 14” rope, 10” wide for 14” rope, 15” wide for 34” rope and 
full 20” width for 1” wide rope. Stretch crepe fully, attach one end 
to a stationary object, make a loop in the opposite end, insert a 
pencil through the loop and twist until it is very tight. Keep this 
strand taut while you repeat the process with a second strip of *crepe 
paper. Place strands together and twist in opposite direction till 
a firm rope is formed. This process may be shortened, if there is a 
sewing machine available, by fastening one end of the strip to the 
wheel of the machine and having an assistant hold the other end 
while you run the machine to do the twisting. 





10. How to Make a Ruffled Candle Holder Use a cardboard 
candle holder or any simple low type candle base as a foundation. 
Cut astrip of crepe paper 5” wide across the end of the fold. Unfold 
strip, and divide into 30” lengths. If a two-tone ruffle is desired, 
cut a second strip, 4” wide, from a second shade. Cut this strip into 
20” lengths. Fold 1 strip of each color in half, bringing the long 
sides together, and gather over a knitting needle. 

Slip a length of spool wire in the fold, in place of the needle, and 
withdraw the needle. Bring this ruffle around the candle base 
foundation and twist ends of wire together to hold firmly in place. 
11. How to Make Simple Conventional Flowers Used in 
Table Decorations. 
11A. Carnation Cut 5 petals from crepe paper, using diagram as 
your guide. Pleat each petal with knife or scissor blade. Gather 
petals in the center and tie all five together with spool wire to 
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make a blossom. Add a heavier wire for stem. Starting at base of 
flower, wind entire stem with a 1” wide strip of green crepe paper, 
cut across the grain. If leaves are desired, add 2” long x 14” wide 
strips of green crepe paper folded in half to the stem as you wind. 


11B. Shell Flowers Cut a series of petals in any desired color 
and size, following diagram for shape and grain line. Fold each 
petal in half and string them over a length of spool wire. Single 
petals may be strung on separate wires to make tiny flowers.

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11C. Small Rose Cut a 2” wide strip of crepe paper across the 
end of a fold. Measure off 6". Fold first in thirds, then in half to 
make 6 petals when cut. Cut as shown. Curl petals over scissor 
blade. Cup petals, 2 in, 4 out as shown. Roll the 2 petals that are 
cupped in around each other to make center, then fold remaining 
4 petals around each other and fasten with spool wire to hold. 
Leave wire ends long for stem.

12. How to Cover a Nut Cup Cut a strip of crepe paper 4” 
wider than the depth of the serving cup form that you wish to 
cover across the end of thefold. Brush cup lightly with white paste 
and stretch crepe paper around to cover. Allow surplus crepe to 
fold in over top of cup. 


13. To Make Ruffling for Any Type of Table Decoration that 
Calls for a Double Ruffle Cut the strip of crepe paper across 
the end of a fold, making it double the width required for a finished 
ruffle. Shake out strip and fold it in half to make desired width. 
Slip knitting needle into the fold and shirr the crepe all onto the 
needle. Slip a length of spool wire into the fold and remove the 
needle. Fasten ruffle by attached wire around the object to which 
the ruffle is to be attached, as shown in Instruction 10. Cellophane 
may be ruffled in the same way, cutting as many strips as needed. 





14. How to Make a Boutonniere Favor Make a single small 
rose from any desired shade of crepe paper, following Instruction 
11C. Cut a strip of light green crepe paper 2” wide across the fold. 
Measure off 2”, fold in half twice and pin as shown. Cut top edge 
into fine points. 

Paste pointed strip around rose. Cut another 2” wide strip in a 
contrasting color, measure off 12” and fold strip in half to make a 
double ruffle. Gather strip and attach to rose as in Instruction 10. 
Cut a small X in the center of a 4” lace paper doily. Add a touch 
of paste and pull rose stem through. Wind stem with a 34” wide 
strip of green crepe paper. Add a bow to stem of finished bouton- 
niere. (Continued on page 34)

15. How to Cut a Pattern for a Pointed Star Fold a square 
piece of thin easy-to-cut paper (about 14 larger than the size you 
wish the finished star to be) across the center. Mark 14 distance 
between A and B, bring lower corner, D, to 14 mark. Bring E 
corner over to D corner. Fold the B and F line back, creasing at 
E and F, and cut on dotted line the length desired for star point. 





16. How to Make a Wire Doll This makes a standard 18” wire 
doll; dimensions may be reduced for a smaller doll. 

Body Bend one heavyweight wire (No. 15) over 1” on both ends 
for the legs and body. Bend a second wire (16” long) over 34” on 
either end for the arms. Wind both wires several times with a 1” 
wide strip of peach crepe paper, folded double, to make a padding. 
Bend long wire in half to form 2 legs and turn 1” ends up for feet. 


Head Crush a sheet of tissue to form a tube 214” thick and 3” 
long. Wrap the tissue head with a strip of peach crepe paper 4” 
wide and 8” long, stretching as you wrap. Paste seam up back. Tie 
crepe paper at top with spool wire, push bent wire up inside oppo- 
site end of head and tie with spool wire. Fasten arms in place with 
spool wire, then wrap smoothly in place with a 34” wide strip of 
peach crepe paper. Pad entire body with tissue, winding all pad- 
ding in place with strips of peach crepe paper. 
Hair For a lady — Cut a 1” wide strip of yellow crepe paper 
across the fold, slash toa fine fringe and curl the ends overa knitting 
needle. Paste around head where the hairline would come, over- 
lapping each row until ‘‘hair’’ is all in place. 

For a man — Cover head to hairline with crushed crepe paper, 
pasted in place. 


Features Cut features from gummed seals or paint them in with 
water colors. Rouge cheeks.

Party for a Snow King Your cake will provide a perfect ski 
trail for this ambitious athlete! He is a wire doll, 514” tall (Instr. 16, 
page 34). As you can plainly see, he’s dressed for winter weather 
in his snow togs of twisted crepe paper. His hat and sweater are 
American Beauty; muffler, mittens and ski pants green and_ ski 
boots black. His skis are 8” long x 14” wide strips of mat stock, 
wired through the center and covered on both sides with silver 
metallic paper. He carries a ski pole made from a 6” length of wire, 
wound with a 14” wide strip of green crepe, with a 14” wide circle 
of silver metallic paper glued 14” from the end. 


For Your Man-about-town There’s nothing like a top hat and 
gold-handled cane for the sophisticate’s party! 
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To Make Crown of Hat Cut a 2” circle of black mat stock for 
top and a 21%” wide x 8” long strip for the sides. Tape top to side 
strip inside crown and paste seam to hold. 


Brim Cut a 4” circle of black mat stock, cut a 21%” circle from 
the center and tape brim to top, on the inside. Cut a 4” wide band 
of black crepe paper and paste to hat for band. 


Cane Wind 7” of wire with black crepe paper and pad top with 
tissue for head. Cover head with crushed gold metallic paper.

Snowman Favors Make 2 balls similar to the one used for the 
Lady’s head — 2 sheets of crushed tissue for body, 1% sheet for 
head. Cover both with cotton, paste together and stick them to a 
small white mat stock place card. Cut small pointed hats from 
green crepe and decorate them with white gummed dots. Cut eyes 
from blue gummed dots, nose and mouth from red ones. Make bow 
ties of red crepe paper and tie in place. 


Candle Holders Made from green crepe paper, following 
Instruction 10, page 33.

Valentine Candle Holders Cut a 2” x 12” strip of white crepe 
paper and fold it in half, making a double strip 1” wide. To the 
top edge of this strip, paste a 2” wide lace paper border cut from 
lace paper doilies. Gather ruffle over knitting needle as shown 
under Instruction 10, page 33, and tie around candle base with 
spool wire. Make a second ruffle of red crepe paper, following 
same General Instructions. Paste a narrow lace edge, from a paper 
doily, to a red heart cutout and stick a 2” long piece of No. 9 
wire, wound with a 14” wide strip of red crepe paper, behind it. 
Slip under wire that fastens the ruffles to the candle holder and 
finish with a looped bow of 1” wide red ribbon.

Ears Cut 2 ears, 9” long and 3” wide at widest point from pink 
duplex. Paste a length of No. 10 wire down certer of each ear and 
cover each with a thin layer of cotton. Paste or stitch around edge 
of ear to hold cotton in place. Sew in place. 


Features Cut eyes and nose from pink duplex, outline in black 
and paste in place. Cut 4” lengths of white spool wire for whiskers, 
bend in half and paste in place. 


Clothes Make dress and panties of pink crepe paper, trimmed 
with white crepe paper ruffles and ribbon bows. Hat is a 4” circle 
of white mat stock, covered with yellow crepe paper, trimmed 
with flowers made from pink, blue and yellow crepe paper and 
ribbon bows. More crepe paper flowers tied with a ribbon bow and 
placed in the center of a lace paper doily make a fetching bouquet 
for Miss Bunny to carry. 


Basket Nut Cup Cover medium-sized nut cup with yellow crepe 
paper (Instr. 12, page 33). Wind a 12” length of No. 10 wire 
with a 14” wide strip of yellow crepe paper and tape it to nut cup 
for handle. Cut 1 strip each pink, green and yellow crepe paper, 
2” with the grain and 14” across. Fold each strip to make a double 
1” ruffle. Gather over knitting needle and paste to center of nut 
cup, one inside the other as in illustration. Fasten a crepe paper 
flower in any pastel shade to handle of nut cup with a ribbon bow. 


Candle Holders Make 3 ruffles from pink, Nile green and 
yellow crepe paper, following Instruction 10, page 33. Wire a crepe 
paper flower or two to top of holder for added decoration.

fit top of nut cup. Cover with fringe made by cutting a 14” wide 
strip of Nile green crepe paper across the fold and slashing one edge 
to a fine fringe. Cut a 34” wide strip of Nile green crepe paper across 
the fold and roll it on itself to form a post 14” thick for the bird- 
house to stand on. Paste to bottom of house. Cut a 4” circle of 
mat stock, cover it with Nile green fringe and paste bottom of post 
to it. Use a black gummed dot for the door. The vine that twines

Candle Holders Make from Nile green crepe paper, following 
Instruction 10, page 33. Add a full bow of pink ribbon and 2 daisies, 
made according to Daisy Instructions on page 8.

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1. PARTY SOUVENIR Here’s a handy souvenir favor for any 
party, any time, splendid for large groups because of its simplicity! 
Substitute flower or some other decorative seal, or the emblem of 
your organization, as the occasion suggests. 


Materials Individual match boxes, black mat stock, No. 20 
gold notarial seals, bird seals and paste. 


To Make Cut a strip of black mat stock to cover match box, as a 
book cover, allowing a )%” border to extend beyond box on three 
sides. Paste cover to box, leaving scratcher free on open side. Cut 
edges from gold notarial seals and stick around 3 sides of box top as 
shown. Decorate center of box with a seal. 


2. SWEET SAMPLER [This favor is sure to please at any of your 
favorite club functions, ’cause it will work in your club colors, be- 
sides offering a choice of tidbits and making a very pretty addition 
to your lovely table setting to boot. 


Materials 3 small-sized nut cup forms (for each favor), 1 fold 
each of 3 shades of Dennison Crepe Paper, 14” wide ribbon in a 
harmonizing color, 4” lace paper doilies and paste. 


To Make Cover 3 tiny nut cup forms, each in a chosen color of 
crepe paper. Follow Instruction 12, page 33, for this step. 
Group three covered nut cups and paste to a 4” lace paper doily. 
Fold a 5” length of 14” wide ribbon in half and paste it in the center 
of the group of nut cups for a handle. Connect three nut cups with 
a bit of paste. Don’t expect the handle to hold your filled “‘sampler,”’ 
but it does make a neat decorative touch! 


3. GOOD LUCK Good luck is a symbol that can be worked into 
almost any party table. Decorations for travel, farewell and political 
campaign parties, victory celebrations, graduations, weddings and 
innumerable occasions are built around a symbol of Goop LUCK. 


Materials 1 individual package of Life Savers for each favor, 
clear cellophane, white Dennison Crepe Paper, silver metallic 
paper, paste, spool wire and 14” wide pastel ribbon. 

To Make Usethe '% Horseshoe Pattern as your guide and cut 2 
from silver metallic paper for each favor. Fold a 2” length of 
spool wire in half and wind it with a 14” wide strip of white crepe 
paper, cut across the grain. Stick the horseshoes together over the 
covered wire, inserted at the bottom of the horseshoe. Cut a 2” x 20” 
strip of clear cellophane. Be sure to use sharp scissors, making a 
clean edge so the cellophane will not tear with handling. Fold strip 
in half lengthwise to make a 1” wide ruffle and 
gather over a fine knitting needle, Instruction 
13, page 38. Insert spool . 
wire in place of knitting needle 
and bring ruffle around Life 
Saver, twisting wire tightly to 
hold. Pierce a hole through cen- 
ter of Life Saver package and 
insert horseshoe wire. Make a 
looped ribbon bow (takes about 
20” per favor) and wire in place 
as shown.

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4. GREETINGS TO GARDENERS Although this was especially 
designed for garden growers, it is most appropriate for any spring 
and summer party, even a bridal shower. We suggest a change of 
color scheme for the latter. 


Materials Small size paper drinking cup, black Dennison Crepe 
Paper, black mat stock, gold paper, “‘flower bouquet”’ seal, paste. 


To Make Cut watering pot top from black mat stock. Draw 
around the top of the cup foundation, then cut out 14” larger. Cut 
circle in half to make 2 tops. Cut 4%” wide bands of gold metallic 
paper. Stick band along straight edge of top, then paste the half 
circle in place over top of watering can (it will round up a bit). Cut 
a strip of black crepe paper 4" wider than depth of cup, across the 
fold. Cover cup (Instr. 12, page 33). 

Handle Cut a strip of black mat stock 14” wide x 6” long and 
paste to watering can as shown. 


Spout Roll crepe paper, taken from strip cut to cover cup, on 
itself to a thickness of 44". Cut off surplus crepe and paste seam. 
Stretch one end out to make a nozzle, cut opposite end on a slant, 
then paste in place as shown in illustration. Stick a gold band around 
top and bottom of can. Cut “flower bouquet” seals down to make 
design on top and side of watering can. 


5. BASKET OF STARS Flower seals may be substituted for 
stars and a color scheme adapted to make this favor suit numerous 
occasions. This is a great favorite among fraternal organizations 
and their auxiliaries because of its versatility. 

Materials Individual package of Life Savers for each favor, 
spool wire, assorted metallic star seals, white Dennison Crepe 
Paper, clear cellophane and 44” wide ribbon. 


To Make Cut a 2” x 20" strip of clear cellophane. Fold in half 
lengthwise to make a double ruffle 1” wide and gather over a knit- 
ting needle (Instr. 13, page 33). Slip spool wire in fold, in place of 
knitting needle, and fasten ruffle around package of Life Savers. 
Handle Wind a 12” length of spool wire with a 14” wide strip of 
white crepe paper, cut across the grain. Slip ends of wire handle 
between ruffie and Life Savers and turn up 14” on ends, to hook 
under ruffle. 


Stars Wind five 114" lengths of spool wire with a 14” wide strip 
of white crepe paper. Stick 2 stars together over one end of each 
short wire. Wind 5 wires together at the end to make a cluster. 
Pierce a hole in the center of the package and stick star cluster in

place. Tie a ribbon bow to the handle. 





THE THEME for this party was contributed by the United 
Presbyterian Recreation Commission of Youngstown, Ohio. 


Grab your pick and come a-runnin’, 
There’s gold in them thar hills! 

All prospectors fond of funnin’ 
Come along and share the thrills! 


Here’s the theme for a real ‘‘prospectors’ party’’ — use it for copy 
on your poster ads or as individual invitations! As soon as the 
prospectors. have all gathered, with their horses (motorized for 
modern travel) standing patiently at the hitching post, organize 
the party and get that hunting under way! A large paper sack, 
containing a number of mat stock symbols (one for each guest), 
is passed through the gathering and everyone draws a symbol to 
determine with which clan of miners he is to prospect. 


Symbols Cutsymbols (about 6” long, following title illustration 
from yellow mat stock and print a name on each one in India ink. 
Think up as many first names as possible to go with the clan or 
family name. If possible, have an equal number of names for each 
clan. Family names might be Kit Carson, Jesse James, Buffalo 
Bill, Clementine, and so forth. 


Signs Print a crude sign, like those shown on the refreshment 
table, to go with each clan. Post these signs at various points around 
the room where the guests are assembling. Instruct the clans to 
gather beneath these signs. When everyone has arrived, give each 
family a previously prepared clue and send them on their way. 


Clues The clues should be prepared ahead and ‘‘planted’’ where 
they may be easily found, once the proper hiding place has been 
discovered. Instruct each clan to replace each clue, once they have 
read it, so the next clan will not lose the trail!

Proceed at once to the building where

Refreshments A prospecting spree like this one is bound to 
make everyone hungry! With the Forty-Niners returned, it’s high 
time to clang the dinner bell! The table you see appetizingly spread 
before you in the above photograph is groaning with quantities of 
food guaranteed to suit the appetites of hungry miners. Serve 
steaming hot beef stew or bouillon and barbecued sandwiches, 
with plenty of relishes, assorted doughnuts and great mugs of 
steaming hot coffee. 


The Table A table of rough boards makes a splendid background 
for your miners’ fare. Stubs of candles in empty, wax-dripped 
bottles add to the rough-and-ready atmosphere. The signs used 
to get the party off to a flying start take a second turn and double 
for ‘‘atmosphere’’ when used against the back of the table. Napkins 
are stacked in piles and staked with the emblem of the clan. Our 
centerpiece is a western lad, fresh in off the range, ready and willing 
to trade in his lariat for a share of gold nuggets.

Centerpiece — Materials Yellow, black, brown, white, peach, 
leaf green, blue and red Dennison Crepe Paper, heavy cardboard, 
silver gummed dots, silver stars, tissue, 3 No. 15 wires, 1 No. 9 
wire, spool wire, paper sealing tape, water colors and paste. Make 
a wire doll 16” tall, following Instruction 16, page 34. Paint 
features with water colors and rouge cheeks. Dress as shown in 
illustration, using following colors: hat — white; shirt — yellow; 
dungarees — blue; chaps — brown with white spots; vest — black 
with silver buttons; kerchief — red; shoes — black; spurs — silver 
stars.

Chaps To make chaps, cut 2 sections of brown crepe paper, 11” 
with the grain and 4” across. Taper each piece to a 2” width at the 
top, as shown in Fig. A. Cut 1” wide strips of brown and white 
crepe paper across the grain. Slash one edge of each strip to a fine 
fringe (Instr. 6C, page 32). Cover both strips with fringe, starting 
at the bottom. Make chiefly brown with white spots (Fig. A). 
Fasten chaps to wire doll with a wide band of brown crepe paper 
at waist and with narrower bands fastened underneath chaps at 
thigh, knee and ankle (Fig. B). = 





Fence Cut fence from heavy cardboard, using Fig. C as your 
guide. Tape an 8” length of No. 15 wire up the back of each fence 
post (Fig. C). Score and fold on dotted lines. Cover on both sides 
with crushed yellow crepe paper (Instr. 1A, page 32). 


Base Cover a 12” square of heavy cardboard with crushed green 
crepe paper (Instr. 1A, page 32). Fasten cowboy to center of base 
with spool wire. Pierce holes through base for fence wires, run wires 
through holes and tape to under side of base. Cut a strip of green 
crepe paper, 3” wide across the grain, and cut one edge into fine 
points (Instr. 6, page 32), to make grass. Cut off 3” to 4” lengths 
and stick it in clumps around fence posts.

6. SUNSHINE NUT CUP Here’s a spot of sunshine for any 
party table. Make them in a variety of colors if you wish and vary 
the flower seals to suit your taste. 


Materials Medium-sized nut cup form, yellow Dennison Crepe 
Paper, daisy seal, spool wire, 4" white paper lace doily, paste and 
14” wide white ribbon. 


To Make Cover nut cup form with yellow crepe paper (Instr. 
12, page 33). Cut a circle from the center of a lace paper doily 
large enough to slip the nut cup through and paste to under edge 
of cup. Wind a 1” length of spool wire with a 14” wide strip of 
yellow crepe paper, cut across the grain. Stick a daisy seal one-half 
way down on the covered wire. Cut a 2” wide strip of yellow crepe 
paper across the grain. Cut off a 12” length and fold in half length- 
wise to make a double ruffle 1” wide. Gather over knitting needle 
(Instr. 13, page 33). Slip wire in place of knitting needle and fasten 
ruffle around daisy wire. Fasten white ribbon bow just above 
ruffie. Hinge ruffle to cup with a bit of paste. 


7. ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ORDER OF EAGLES You 
may not be an “Eagle,” but whatever your club emblem or seal, 
your order will be delighted with these favors, featuring your 
own symbol! 

Materials 1 match folder, 1 individual package of Life Savers 
and 1 cigarette for each favor, 1 fold Dennison Crepe Paper in 
one of your club colors, 1 roll clear non-moistureproof cellophane, 
large plain white gummed labels, spool wire, paste and 14” wide 
ribbon. 


To Make Cut astrip of crepe paper the size of the large gummed 
label. Brush label (ungummed side) with paste, then cover with 
crepe paper, smooth gently with fingers until crepe is laminated 
smoothly to label. Put covered label aside in a book until dry. Cut 
a 2” x 20” strip of clear cellophane. Fold it in half lengthwise to 
make a double ruffle, 1” wide, and gather over a knitting needle 
(Instr. 13, page 33). Slip spool wire in the fold in place of the 
knitting needle and fasten ruffle around a package of Life Savers. 
Wind a 4” length of spool wire with a 4” wide strip of white crepe 
paper. Cut covered label to fit outside of match folder, leaving 
scratcher free. Moisten label and apply to folder. Stick club emblem 
to front cover, in place of eagle used in illustration. Open match 
folder and thread covered spool wire through back, between matches 
and folder. Bring wire ends together under center bottom of folder 
and twist together. Trim wire to correct length to fit depth of Life 
Savers. Force wire into center of package. Roll a single cigarette 
in a small piece of cellophane and twist both ends of cellophane 
to hold, then paste to back of match folder. Make a bow of 14” 
wide ribbon and wire in place between folder and Life Saver base.

MEXICAN TABLE — Centerpiece Make a wire doll 16” tall 
(Instr. 16, page 34). Dress in crepe paper as shown in illustration. 


Cactus Cut 3 strips of corrugated board 11”x5",5”x4” and7’x 4”. 
Glue each strip to form a tube with vertical ribs. Bend short tubes 
at right angles to make short spikes. Cut round holes in long one 
with razor blade and fit bent spikes into them. Brush entire frame 
with paste and cover with green crepe paper, leaving surplus at top, 
to crush in for rounded tops. 


Base Cover top ofa flat box with brown crushed crepe paper and 
paste cactus and man in place. Gather a 4” wide strip of orange 
crepe paper and a 3” wide strip of green crepe paper through the 
center and paste around edge of box. Cut 2 guitars from light- 
weight cardboard and tape together with a 1” wide strip of card- 
board in between. Cover with crepe paper and paint on strings. Tie 
a bow of narrow ribbons to the handle. 


Candle Holders Cut bottom from paper drinking cup, cover cup 
and candle holder with crepe paper (Instr. 12, page 33). Glue cup 
over candle holder. Cut 2 cacti from green duplex, pad slightly with 
tissue and paste together around edge. Paste cactus inside cup. 
Mexican Hat Cover small-sized drinking cup with amber crepe 
paper, allowing enough surplus at top of hat to crush in and paste. 
Cut 414” wide strip of crepe across the grain for brim. Fold to 214’, 
paste open edges of strip inside cup, gathering slightly. Paste seam 
at back and stretch brim into shape. Decorate with red gummed 
dots.

CHINESE TABLE — Centerpiece Cut an irregular oval from a 
1414” x 9” piece of heavy cardboard. Paste mounds of tissue in 
place to make a little hill under the tree and a bank for the bridge 
to rest on. Cover the surface with crushed crepe paper, following 
the illustration. 

Tree Wind three 6” lengths of No. 7 wire together to within 114” 
from the bottom end. Pad tree trunk with tissue. For branches, 
wind several 3” to 5” lengths of spool wire with 1” wide strips of 
Nile green fringe, adding single pink “‘shell flowers’”’ (Instr. 11B, 
page 33) as you wind. Wire branches to top of tree trunk and wind 
trunk and roots with a 14” wide strip of brown crepe paper. 


Bush Wind three 3” lengths of spool wire with green and yellow 
fringe and fasten together at base. 


Iris Cut tiny petals, 3 orchid, 3 purple, from crepe paper for 
each iris. Paste all 6 to a 114” length of spool wire stem. Wind stem 
with green crepe paper and add a few very narrow green leaves. 
Stick flowers, bush and tree to base. 

Bridge 4” long, 1” wide, with a 34” high railing cut from red mat 
stock. 

China Boy Napkin Rings Cut astrip of pink mat stock, 2” wide 
x 614” long. Overlap 4%” and paste to form ring. 

Head 11%” high x 1” thick (Instr. 16, page 34). Cut features 
from red and black gummed dots. 


Queue Three-strand braid of 1” wide strands of black crepe paper 
which have been twisted. 


Candle Holders (Instr. 10, page 33.) 
Place Mats Woven from green crepe paper twist.

SCOTCH TABLE — Table Cover Yellow crepe paper, plaided 
with strips of gray crepe paper and bright red ribbons! 


Centerpiece — Thistles Cut 3” wide x 40” long strips of orchid 
crepe paper. Stretch fully and slash to a very fine fringe 2” deep 
(Instr. 6C, page 32). Roll fringe between palms to give fine appear- 
ance. Gather strip in and fasten with spool wire 1” from end. Cut a 
114” wide strip of green duplex and stretch around base of thistle 
twice, then paste. Cut one edge of a 1” wide strip of green duplex 
into 14” deep points. Use this to wind base, pasting as you wind. 
Cut pointed leaves, 5” long, from green duplex and paste a 5” length 
of No. 9 wire through the center-back of each. Add a 10” length of 
No. 7 wire for stem and wind with a 14” wide strip of green crepe 
paper, adding leaves as you wind. 
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Base Stand several thistles in a deep wire flower holder. Cut a 7” 
wide strip of both orchid and purple crepe paper and slash them to 
a fine fringe along one edge. Gather them in and wire them around 
the flower holder, bringing the fringe in snugly around top of 
holder. Cover base just as you did the small thistles, using a 2” wide 
strip of green duplex. Paste a circle of duplex to bottom of holder 
to help keep thistles in place. 


Scottie Dog Favors Wrap 2 brownies (about 114” x 21”) in wax 
paper and cover both with black crepe paper, fringed along bottom 
edge. Fasten brownies together with toothpicks. Add ears and tail 
of black crepe paper and eyes cut from gummed labels, adding 
black gummed dots for pupils. Tie a ribbon bow around neck.

HAWAIIAN TABLE Use a tablecloth of azure blue crepe paper. 
The surf, gently lapping on the shore, is straight from a box of 
table salt! 


Centerpiece Cut an irregular-shaped base from a 15” x 24” strip 
of cardboard and cover it with crushed crepe paper. 


Palm Trees Cut 19 palm fronds, 7” long and 214” wide, from 
green duplex. Paste a 15” length of No. 9 wire through the center 
back of each (surplus wire forms trunk). Group wired fronds to- 
gether in sets of 7 and 5. Moisten a length of paper sealing tape 
and cover it with brown crepe paper. Spiral this the length of the 
palm trunk, leaving wires free for about 1” at the end. Thread 
wire ends through holes pierced in base and tape down to underside. 
Cut 3” high points of green duplex and paste them in clusters at 
the base of the palms. 

House Cut a doorway in a small box (about 3” x 6”) and make 
a cardboard roof to fit box. Cover roof and box house with 1%” 
deep fringe of sand crepe paper. 


Figures Cut )4” widestrips of sand, brown, white, yellow, amber 
and green crepe paper and pull them through a twister. 


Bodies Wind sand twist 24 times around a 5” long cardboard. 
Tie at top to make a tassel. Cut strands at bottom. ‘Separate 
strands and stuff with a 1” long x 14” thick wad of crushed sand 
crepe paper to make head. Smooth strands down over stuffing and 
wire under chin. Add arms (sand twist, wound 18 times around 5” 
cardboard and braided) and tie at waistline. Divide strands and 
braid for legs. Paste a strand of sand twist around wrists and ankles 
to keep strands in place. 
Skirt Wind strands 48 times around 2%” length of cardboard. 
Clip bottom edge and fasten top around waist with spool wire. 
Hair Black crepe twist. 
Features Black and red gummed dots. 
Standard Wind a 9” length of No. 7 wire with sand crepe and 
coil at base to make stand. Paste standard to the back of one leg 
of each Hula dancer. 
Leis %<" wide strip of crepe paper, gathered through the center 
and spiraled. 
Man Made the same as the girls, using brown crepe body and 
replacing skirt with white trousers. Ukulele is cut from a wooden 
spoon and painted. Thread makes strings. Hat is yellow crepe twist. 
Stick all figures in place and add 3 hibiscus flowers, made from 
American Beauty duplex, with yellow centers. 
Favor Leis made from 1%” wide strips of crepe paper cut 
across the grain, gathered through the center and spiraled. 


Candle Holders (Instr. 10, page 33.) Add a single hibiscus.

FRENCH TABLE /Your very best white linens for this course, 
scattered with tiny blue crepe paper flowers with shining gold 
centers (134" gold notarial seals). 


Centerpiece Made on a round box about 7” in diameter and 5” 
high. Cut a strip of spring green crepe paper 2” wider than depth 
of box. Pleat crepe paper around sides, pasting 1” over top edge 
and 1” under bottom edge. Cut 4” wide border from large paper 
lace doilies and paste flat under bottom edge and ruffied around 
top edge. Cut a 614” wide strip of spring green crepe; measure 
enough to go twice around outside of box. Cut deep-pointed fringe 
along one edge (Instr. 6, page 32). Gather strip and paste under box. 
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Bouquet Roses — from pink duplex, cut 11 petals, 3” wide and 
2” deep, for each rose. Make 3 roses, following Instruction 11C, 
page 33. Fasten roses together with spool wire. Cut a deep-pointed 
fringe along one edge of a 6” deep x 70” long strip of spring green 
crepe paper. Measure off 10” and gather it around rose center. 
Cut a 6” wide x 30” long strip of light blue, a 6” wide x 45” long 
strip of light pink and a 6” wide x 60” long strip of dark pink 
crepe paper. Cut 3” deep slashes every 1” along top edge of each 
strip and make twisted petals. Gather strips around rose center 
as shown in illustration. Fasten with spool wire. Add remainder 
of green strip and wind with a 3” wide strip of green crepe paper to 
cover end. Place bouquet in box and add ribbon bows. 


Favor Boutonnieres Make 14 size of centerpiece bouquet and 
add a 4” doily to back of each one. 


Candle Holders (Instr. 10, page 33.)

SWEDISH TABLE Pull the coffee table up to the sofa, build a 
roaring fire and your stage is set, almost, for after-dinner coffee in 
Sweden! However, you will need a few props to complete the 
transformation of a friendly American home to a friendly Swedish 
one! 

First there’s the old Swedish custom of using their flag, with the 
flag of their guest’s homeland, as a welcome to visitors. There must 
be flowers (we recommend paper ones), shown here in a handsome 
“butter churn,” fitting symbol of a great dairy country, don’t you 
think? The butter churn is an empty paper milk container, covered 
with yellow duplex and designed with floral cut-outs of crepe paper! 

The little Swedish maid may as well stop churning, ’cause some- 
one has slipped mixed nuts into her churn! It’s made over a tiny 
paper drinking cup, inverted, with a false bottom taped in place. 
Outside treatment is the same as the large one. The stick is a wire, 
wound with yellow crepe paper. The little maid is cut from mat 
stock and painted with water colors. (That’s not as difficult as it 
sounds. Any children’s library contains at least one volume on 
“friends in foreign lands.’’) You may trace a Swedish girl and re- 
produce it as many times as you wish. 

Those flowers climbing up the candle are small puffs of blue 
slashed crepe paper!

Ruffs Cut a 1” wide strip of red crepe paper across the grain. 
Measure off four 10” lengths for ankle and wrist ruffs. Fold each 
strip in half to make a double ruffle 14” wide and gather over a 
knitting needle (Instr. 18, page 33). Attach in place. Repeat process 
for neck ruff, using a 114” wide x 12” long strip of crepe paper. 
Candy Wrap a square of fudge in cellophane and tie with a bow 
of red ribbon. Bend clown’s hand and stick it to fudge square as 
shown in illustration.

No party book would be complete without at least one page de- 
voted to the celebration of anniversaries. So to clubs and organiza- 
tions everywhere, we dedicate the following words of wisdom in 
honor of the observance of your anniversaries! The following decora- 
tions have been designed for use as table centerpieces or novel 
methods for presenting gifts for the anniversary date. Custom fit 
them to your needs with the help of the ANNIVERSARY CHART on 
page 41. 

1. HAPPY ANNIVERSARY A centerpiece for any anniversary 
date (Ill. 1). 

Materials Silver or gold metallic rose leaves (or metallic paper), 
2 No. 7 wires, white mat stock, 10” cardboard circle, spool wire, 
paper sealing tape, paste, Dennison Crepe Paper and 2 yards of 19" 
wide ribbon.

To Make Wreath Cut 1 No. 7 wire in half (18” lengths), and 
wind 4 metallic rose leaves to the top 12” of each half with a 14” 
wide strip of crepe paper cut across the grain. If you are unable to 
obtain ready-made metallic rose leaves, cut laurel leaves, about 
214” long, from metallic paper and paste 2 together over a 214” 
length of spool wire. Use 8 or 9 leaves to each length of wire. Cover 
a 415" x 6” strip of white mat stock with crepe paper (Instr. 1, page 
32). When paste is thoroughly dry, cut numbers from it. Wind two 
5” lengths of No. 7 wire with a 1%” wide strip of crepe paper cut 
across the grain and fasten 1 to the back of each number with paper 
sealing tape. Shape wire to fit along curve of number. Cover wire 
side of numbers with crepe paper. Bend wires extending below 
numbers as shown in Fig. A. Wind these wires and leaf spray wires 
together as shown in Fig. B. Coil wire to within 1” of point where 
wires come together and tape coil to circle of heavy cardboard. 





Ruffle Cut a 12” wide strip of crepe paper across the fold. Measure 
off 60” and fold in half to make a double ruffle 6” wide. Gather over 
knitting needle (Instr. 18, page 33) and fasten with spool wire 
around wreath as shown in illustration. Make 2 large bows of ribbon 
and wire one to each side of numbers.

2. MONEY TREE From the “root of all evil’’ we have nurtured 
this thriving plant for your anniversary gift (Ill. 2)! 

Materials Money (the real thing in new bills and coins), No. 22 
gold notarial seals, leaf green and brown Dennison Crepe Paper, 
2 No. 15 wires, 1 candle holder, paste and 4 yds. of 14” wide ribbon. 
To Make Tree Wind five 12” lengths of No. 15 wire with a 14” 
wide strip of brown crepe paper. Seal a single coin and one end of a 
2” long strip of brown twist between 2 gold notarial seals. Make 
enough of these gold disks to include all the coins. Paste free end 
of twist to wire branches. 





Leaves Fold all corners of the bills down to make a point at both 
ends of each bill. Gather each bill through the center and fasten 
with spool wire, leaving 2” ends for stems (Fig. C). Wind both coin 
disks and bill “‘leaves” to wire stem with a \%” wide strip of brown 
crepe to make branches. Wind all five branches together for 5” to 
form trunk. Pad end sufficiently to make trunk fit inside candle 
base. Shape branches to form a graceful tree, as in illustration. 


Ruffle Cut a 7” wide strip of leaf green crepe paper across the 
grain. Measure off 36”. Refold and cut both long edges to a fine 
fringe (Instr. 6C, page 32). Shake out fringed strip and fold in half 
lengthwise to make a 3!4” wide ruffle. Gather over a knitting needle 
(Instr. 13, page 33). Wire ruffle around candle base. Make 2 large 
ribbon bows and wire one to each side of tree trunk. 
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3. BILLFOLD A finesimple way to present a gift of money (Ill. 3). 


Materials Silver or gold metallic paper, passe partout binding in 
an appropriate color and rubber cement. Cut a pattern for the bill- 
fold from wrapping paper, following Fig. D. Cut pattern from 
metallic paper. Lay a ruler along dotted lines and crease all folds. 
Cement tabs inside for side seams. Write CONGRATULATIONS in 
script on the colored passe partout, cut out and cement inside bill- 
fold. Cut out desired numbers and initials, if desired, in the same 
way and apply to outside.
